&. » the least, of a very doubtful kind, while his conduct of the office 
“8 singularly deficient, both in temper and in tact, but above all in 
tr spect tothe breadth of outlook and the perspicacity which are essen- 
til to the one who shoulders the heavy task entailed by the onerous 
position, Mr, ALEXANDER was zealous and hard-working, but he 
“as also arbitrary and unyielding, self-centred and utterly incapable 
of adjusting himself to the new times and new conditions which arose 


in the community during his Presidentship. In owinion he was 
frequently palpably prejudiced, and his very inflated estimate of him- 
self in relation to the Deputies, passed into proverb. The time came 
when affairs of vital import clashed with the view he took of the right 
attitude to be assumed towards them by the one holding the 
position which he filled—affairs not merely parochial nor even 
communal. Such matters were far too important to be prejudiced 
or jeopardised by his continued presence as President of the 
Deputies, as it clearly would have jeopardised them, and an unmis. 
takable intimation to that effect brought his public career to an 
end. None the less, as we have said, it must be said of 
Mr. ALEXANDER that he was a man of great earnest. 
ness and consummate zeal. Mistaken to so large an extent, as we 
thought his public work, it was, we have no doubt, the 
best he could afford. And now that he is no more it were but 
his due to say a word of grateful thanks for the labour with which he 
strove in the community—a word of thanks not for what he accom. 
plished by it, but because it was proof of the deep interest he 
took in Jewish affairs and his willingness to sacrifice time and 
energy in their service. 


The Ica and Palestine.

All were agreed, on the other band, that from 
the settlement in Palestine a substantial contribution would be 
made to the solution of the Jewish problem. There was, indeed, n« 
sort of future, from the Jewish point of view, in Jewish colonisation 
elsewhere than in Palestine. We hope that the Ica will take note 
of the resolution passed last Sunday by the Council of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, and lend the utmost assistance in its power to 
the great effort, the opportunity for which is now opening out in 
Palestine. | 


The Nerthcliffe Way. 


A REALLY distressing example of the manner in which. the 
Northcliffe Press carries on its campaign against Zionism was 
given in Wednesday's Daily Mail. As is generally known, Field:

Lord NORTHCLIFFE 
has. besides. been to Palestine, seen the great possibilities of the 
country, and has converted the support which he had hitherto given 
to the Zionist Movement into a violent propaganda in favour of what 
the Jewish World this week calls “All-British ‘Zionism. dir 
HeNRY Wrtson is enthralled also with the advantages to civilira. 
tion and progress that would accrue from setting up Turkey once 
again asa great Middle East Power. So the Daily Mail manages 
to scoop all these elements into an interview with Sir Henry 
Witson and a Leading Article in which venom against the Prime 
MINISTER jostles merrily against contempt for Jews, and over all an 
exploitation of the economy stunt and the housing difliculty to the 
prejudice of Zionist policy. Why, asks the Daily Mail, should the 
Government, when it? cannot find money for building “homes for 
heroes” in Great Britain, take the taxpayer's cash and spend it in 
providing a National Home for Jews in Palestine?" Why, indeed?

His eloquence as a preacher is generally 
recognised, while the matter of his sermons is invariably full of 
intellectual meat, nourishing to the soul and strengthening the 
spirit. It is im no depreciation of the many able and forceful 
Ministers in the provinces, nor of the pulpit power they undoubtedly 
eccrcise, when we say that a visit from time to time by a man of 
the capacities of Dr. Hertz, and with the influence of his great 
Position, means if not a revival, then a vivification, of those pro-

Mr. D. L. Alexander, K.C. 


THERE was no little communal work other than that which he 
d\ as President of the Deputies which was performed in his life- 
line by the late Mr. D. L. ALEXANDER, K.C., whe full of years, has 
Dow gone to his eternal rest. But it will be as President of the 
Deputies that he will be almost exclusively remembered as a com- 
hungl worker. This, we think unfortunate, because in that 
C\ pacity we have always been of opinion that his influence was, to 
&.) the least, of a very doubtful kind, while his conduct of the office 
‘8 singularly deficient, both in temper and in tact, but above all in 
respect tothe breadth of outlook and the perspicacity which are essen- 
til to the one who shoulders the heavy task entailed by the onerous 
bosition, Mr, ALEXANDER was zealous and hard-working, but he 
Was also arbitrary and unyielding, self-centred and utterly incapable 
of adjusting himself to the new times and new conditions which arose 


(.on of establishing the great principle of Jewish brotherhood. 


in the community during his Presidentship. {In ovinion he was 
frequently palpably prejudiced, and his very inflated estimate of him- 
self in relation to the Deputies, passed into proverb. The time came 
when affairs of vital import clashed with the view he took of the right 
attitude to be assumed towards them hy the one holding the 
position which he filled—affairs not merely parochial nor even 
communal. Such matters were far too important to be prejudiced 
or jeopardised by his continued presence as President of the 
Deputies, as it clearly would have jeopardised them, and an unmis- 
takable intimation to that effect brought his public career to an 
end. None the less, as we have said, it must be said of 
Mr. ALEXANDER that he was a man of great earnest. 
ness and consummate zeal. Mistaken to so large an extent, as we 
thought his public work, it was, we have no doubt, the 
best he could afford. And now that he is no more it were but 
his due to say a word of grateful thanks for the labour with which he 
strove in the community—a word of thanks not for what he accom 
plished by it, but because it was proof. of the deep interest he 


took in Jewish affairs and his willingness to sacrifice time and 
energy in their service. 


The Ica and Palestine. 


Mr. Joseri Cowen took a wise step in urging the Ica, through the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, to increase and extend its work in Palestine 
His resolution was not based upon any relation to the Zionist Move. 
ment, but merely pointed to the fact that a considerable and, as 
everyone hopes, an increasing aggregation of our people is settling in 
Palestine, and that therefore the Hirscu millions ought to beturned 
in that direction to a greater extent than they hitherto have been. 
There is no reason why. because so many of us trust that the Pales- 
tine settlement by our people will eventuate in a Jewish Common- 


wealth, and that we thus regard the settlement from a political 
point of view, the Ica, which does nothing of the cort and 


preers to think of the. emigrants into Palestine in the same 
light as emigrant Jews into any other part of the world, should 
because of this diversity of opinion refuse to do its part, as destined 
by its munificent founder, for the people who are there or who are 
going there. Mr. PRAG'’s somewhat gratuitous interposition in which 
he played the obsession he nourishes against Jewish Nationalism, 
was entirely beside the mark. Just ss were some observations 
which were made by Mr. LEONARD MONTEFIORE in regard to the 
work of the Zionist World Organisation, or his suggestion that 
the Russo-Jewish problem is identical with the problem of 
Jewry.

Hebhit the nail upon 
the head when he compared the emigration to other countries with 
emigration into Palestine. ‘To other countries, he said, thirty 
thousand colonists had been assisted by the lca—and it had taken 
them thirty years to gather this number. 
nothing but exist. 


But the settlers had done 
All were agreed, on the other band. that [rom 
the settlement in Palestine a substantial contribution would be 
made to the solution of the Jewish problem. There was, indeed, nce 
sort of future, from the Jewish point of view, in Jewish colonisation 
elsewhere than in Palestine. We hope that the Ica will take note 
of the resolution passed last Sunday by the Council of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, and lend the utmost assistance in its power to 
the great effort, the opportunity for which is now opening out in 
Palestine, 


The Nerthcliffe Way. 


A REALLY distressing example of the manner in which the 
Northcliffe Press carries on its campaign against Zionism was 
given in Wednesday's Daily Mail. As is generally known, Field- 
Marshal Sir HeNrRyY Wrtson, M.P., is, like Lord NORTHCLIFFE, 
at daggers drawn with the Prive Minister. Lord NORTHCLIFFE 
has. besides. been to Palestine, seen the great possibilities of the 
country, and has converted the support which he had hitherto given 
to the Zionist Movement into a violent propaganda in favour of what 
the Jewish World this week calls “All-British “Zionism.” dir 
HeNrRy Wruson is enthralled also with the advantages to civilira 
tion and progress that would accrue from setting up Turkey once 
again asa great Middle East Power. So the Daily Mail manages 
to scoop all these elements into an interview with Sir HENRY 
WILSON and a Leading Article in which venom against the Prim 
MINISTER jostles merrily against contempt for Jews, and over all an 
exploitation of the economy stunt and the housing difficulty to the 
prejudice of Zionist policy. Why, asks the Daily Mail, should the 
Government, when it? cannot find money for building “homes for 
heroes” in Great Britain, take the taxpayer's cash and spend it in 
“ providing a National Home for Jews in Palestine?" Why, indeed? 
And with equal pertinence it may be asked why, as a correspondent 
tersely puts itin our columns this week, should Jews tax themselves 
to provide yot another colony called Palestine for Great Britain ? And 
the asking of why being the vogue, it occurs to us to enquire why in 
all this economy hustle and all this denunciation of extra agance 
in respect to Palestine—the cheapest thing, in fact, which England 
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has taken over as a result of the war—we sec not a word about the 
millions for instance, that are being spent for doles, compared with 
which the Palestinecharge uponthe country isamere bagatelle. Why? 
The Daily Mail knows, and so does Lord Norruciirre, whether a 
denunciation of the dole would add to the net sales of newspapers 
that indulged in it. When we find Lord Norructirre and his Press 
attacking a system that is as unmoral as it is demoralising, we shall 
begin to recognise the sincerity of the campaign against extrava. 
gance. And when the Palestine Question is approached, without 
importing into opposition to the Zionist policy, malice, hatred, and 
all uncharitableness against every one from Mr, LLoyvp Grorar 
downwards, whom Lord Nor?rHcLirre—to use a current phrase—is 
“up against,’ we shall be prepared to acknowledge that, however 
mistaken, his newspapers are sincere in the attitude they are 
ndopting. The exploit of Wednesday's Daity Mail, however, must 
surely disgust all who, whatever may be their opinions on Zionism, 
possess the Englishman's love for fair play and cherish the English. 
man's desire to see all controversy. conducted upon lines at once 
single-minded and ingenuous, 


 Spiritualising Religion.” 

Wer would direct attention to the short report we publish else. 
where of some observations recently made in the course of a sermon 
by the Rev. J. Ranpinowirz, B.A., of Manchester. His words are 
pregnant with much meaning and deserve careful pondering. 
They are singularly apt, because there has grown up among Jews— 
or rather, emerged into prominence, for it has always been with 
us in more or less latent form—a disposition to over-spiritualisa. 
tion. That disposition has niarkedly increased of late. Doubtless 
it isa rebound from the other danger to which Jewish religious 
thought is prone, the tendency to attach undue value to ritual and 
ceremony as such. But it. occurs to us that of the two evils, the 
over-spiritualising of religion is far the more damaging. It at 
least involves, as a concomitant danger, drift from the Jewish 
fold. Nor is this passion for over-spiritualising confined entirely 
to religious thought. We see it acting in other things; notably 
just now in the idea prevalent in some quarters, that because 
Zionism is a Movement among our people, unless it be over. 
spiritualised, it is unworthy to rank as Jewish. But the truth is 
that those who are disposed to this over-spiritualisation are really 
inconsistent in their thought. They do not see that true spiritu. 
ality invests everything of use to man, everything that through 
nature God has provided for His creatures, with a sacred appeal 
tous. As Mr. Rabstnowirz rightly says, ceremonial and observance 
which are 50 easy to decry as mvaningless forms and as mummery, 
are capable of uplifting the one possessed of Jewish spirit, so that 
he becomes exalted by religious devotion. And as with all things 
Jewish, this applies to the entire life of the Jew equally 
as to his life specially in and around the synagogue. Jewish creed 
and Jewish life are inseparable, and so are Jewish religion and 
Jewish existence. There is no warrant in Judaism for regarding 
religion as more holy than life, or life less holy than religion, or, 
indeed, thus to differentiate between the one and the other. And 
always the over-spiritualising of religion comes, sooner or later, to 
mean the under-spiritualising of life. It must prove therefore in 
& final analysis, to be, not an aid to and a support of true religion, 
but a destroying force. 


“You Will—Won't You?” 

Tue heading, which in the above words our contributor 
' Mentor” supplied to his contribution last week, must have 
attracted some attention by reason of their forming a somewhat 
unusual caption. We hope that they did more, and that, as was 
intended, they led a very large number of our readers carefully to 
peruse the statement he made in furtherance of the collection which 
he annually makes, and isagain about to begin, forassisting the Jewish 
Branch of the Children’s Country Holiday Fund. Because we feel 
assured that none who were brought carefully to consider wha’ 
~ Mentor” said could be otherwise than impressed with the “argu. 
ment,” as he termed it, which he put forward. ‘To the little children 
oftheslums acountry holiday may,asourcontributor hasso frequently 
pointed out, mean the difference to them of life and death. It 
needs, in fact, some callousness or at least some hardness of heart 
to refuse to help these poor little mites to gain their fortnight’s 
respite from the conditions in which they exist, to the country-side. 
it meeds a strain of cruelty in any who will turn a deaf 
car to the joyous anxiety and anticipation, leaving aside their 
well being and their health, with which those children of 
poverty and want look forward to their country holiday. We 
cannot believe that in a community which prides itself on being 
OM 23 OONI—pitying oues, the children of pitying ones—there 
are many who are so hard-hearted, so callous, or who are cliaracter-. 
ised by so broad a streak of cruelty. Thus it follows that the wide 
and generous response that is always given to “ Mentor's” ‘sugges- 
tion,” as he persists in calling it, will be repeated, increased, and 
extended this year. It has been a hard winter through which 


the children have passed, Their need for a country holiday is thus 
all the more urgent.

There was once a man who advertised for a coachman—it was in days 


before the chauffeur had appeared, or the voice of the motor-horn was 


heard in the land—and he mentioned that preference would be given 
tothe man who could, without any accident, drivenearest tothe curb 
stone. Several applicants presented themselves. This one said 
that he could drive quite safely within an inch: anothe: 
that he could drive so near that it would be difficult to insert a 
piece of tissue paper: between his carriage wheel and the edge of 
the pavement, and yet he would guarantee no accident. And so on 
in varying degrees, the candidates professed their ability in near 
driving. At last, one who responded to the advertisement. was 
aimitted to the advertiser. “Well, my man,’ said he, “and how 
near tothe curbcan you drive?’

Now, so far as I can understand, the whole basis for the indenti- 
tication of Jews at all with the revolutionary strike in the Transvaal, 
was the fact that two Jews who belonged to the Labour Party 
supported, in quite a moderate way, the strike. That was 
sufficient for them to be dominated as Russian Bolsheviks who had 
immigrated into the country; although my information goes that 
both had been settled there for some time. But because they used 
their influence to moderate the extremer elements that had clung to 
the Labour Party and wished for revolution, they were denounced by 
the revolutionaries as having been the cause of the strike’s failure, 
Besides that. there is little evidence of any participation on the part 
of Jews in the whole concern. One lad who became mixed up with 
some rioting crowds, and who was a Jew, was, after being arrested, 
examined and released. 


Naturally, however, there has been present in Transvaal 
Jewry the element that ‘seems inevitable with our. people. 
Jews, who either out of fear or in malice towards their brethren 
who do not happen to have been born in the country, or in order to 
show although Jews they theinselves are ever so loyal and 
ever so correct, thought it right to denounce their fellow-Jews 
as Bolsheviks and Revolutionaries—tbhis sort of thing, as I have 
before mentioned, is observable in the pig, which, when itis 
stuck. almost solely among al! animals, shoots forth its feet, 
obviously to show that at least in that respect it is fasher 
because its hoofs are divided. I am sorry to say that a publica- 
tion bearing the name of this paper, joined in the cry and urgeda 
sort of communal Cheren: against the two Jews who were con- 
nected with the Labour Party, by suggesting that they should not 
be allowed to take any part in Jewish work and endeavour, At 
least, that is what some correspondents n tie Transvaal have 
assured me has been the case. AndIecan only say that if it be true, 
then from experience gained from far away, as I am, from the scene 
of this Jewish trouble, which 1! am happy to believe is no 
louger intense and is tending to blow over, this is another 
proof that 92—all Jewe wherever they may be, exhibit 
like characteristics.

Fearful Sufferings in the Ukraine. 


At the request of the Federation of Ukrainian Jews in London, Dr. 
Kholodny, Commissioner of the Red Cross in the Ukraine, has submitted 
a special report on the situaff®n of the Jewish population in the pogrom 
areas. The report, which throws new light on the fearfal sufferings of 
our coreligionists in these districts, states: 

In Vassilivka, a village in Zaporoshye, situated far from the railway, the 
population is faced with death from slow starvation. Three hundred and forty- 
seven persons, ont of a population of seven hundred and seventy-two, are 
suffering from intense hunger. Two hundred and sixty-nine of them are 
children. 

In the Government of Donetz more than 490,090 people are starving, 

rincipatiy in the districts of Marioupol and Taganrog. Cases of death by 
en er increase. Typhus and scurvy are spreading all over the country. 

fo the Province of Ekaterinoslav, the remnants of nourishing substitutes 
are being eaten up. Chaff, straw, loam, and boiled skins are being consamed. 
Linseed cake and the spikes of maize are considered as dainties. Horses are 
mo more to be found in this region; they have been already eaten up in the 
nutumn. One thousand three hundred and seventy-eight men in the district 
of Gulaypolie are swollen from agonies of hunger. In one part of the district 
of Melitipol (Biloserie) more than 11,000 starving persons are registered. The 
number of starving children has now risen to 169,009. In the Government of 
Donietz 475,0)) people are starving; 215,000 of them are children. 

In the southern part of the Government of Poltava,a widow, with five 
children, driven to despair, killed both her youngest sons, seven and five years 
of age. When the neighbours entered her home they found that one of the 
children bad been eaten, and the other child was hanging inthe larder. The 
infanticide herself was in such a terrible state that she had to be brought to 
the hospital, where she died soon after admission. 

In the village of Marscoye (near Marioupol), a settler had cut off the head 
of his child, ten months of age, and the family ate the little corpse. The 
medical diagnosis is hunger-madness. 


HUNGER-MADNESS. 


The reports of the delegates of the Ukrainian Red Cross, who visited 
districts stricken by the famine, contain the following particulars: 

When a horse falls down, a whole crowd, desperate and hungry, rush, armed 
with knives, cutting off pieces of the corpse and swallowing them sometimes 
raw. Not only the shag of horses and dogs are eaten, but also the skins. 

In three southern districts of the government of Zaporoshye 199,000 people 
are starving. A quarter of them are lying down, without being able to move 
because of weakness. The population seems to be condemned todeath. All 
dogs and cats have been devoured long ago. The provisions of dried weeds have 
reached theirend. Anything is taken for nourishment. Skins of animals are 
cut to pieces, boiled intoa glutinous mass. and then consuined. 

The ee of the Ukrainian Red Cross, delegated to this province, 
reports: in Zaporoshve 700,000 people aré starving. These persons have not 
even linseed cake at all, but only miserable substitutes. In consequence there 
is a spread of all sorts of diseases. About 100,000 people, mostly children, 
are already broken down in health. At least 59,000 poods of grain per 
month are needed to keep them alive. Besides this, attention must be paid tothe 
way in which nourishment is given. The people must be nourished and 
attended to by a doctor at the same time. Careless feeding may lead to 
death. Besides the gravest intestinal complaints, the cases of acute anwmiaand 


feneral exhaustion are rapidly increasing. 


The Central Committee of the Ukrainian Red Cross writes on 
March 3rd last, that the general situation is still more horrible and 
’ hopeless than might be concluded from the particular reports. Live 

stock is diminishing. Working capacity is decreasing hourly. Many 
industrial enterprises are forced to curtail their activities, and others 
have been forced to close down. The migration of the starving people, 
when warmer weather arrives, in the hope of finding salvation elsewhere, 
may bring the most terrible consequences.

Horses are 
no more to be found in this region; they have been already eaten up in the 
nutuamn.

In one part of the district 
of Melitipol (Biloserie) more than 11,000 starving persons are registered. The 
number of starving children has now risen to 169,009.

In the southern part of the Government of Poltava, a- widow, with five 
children, driven to despair, killed both her youngest sons, seven and five years 
of age. When the neighbours entered her home they found that one of the 
children had been eaten, and the other child was hanging inthe larder. The 
infanticide herself was in such a terrible state that she hadto be brought to 
the hospital, where she died soon after admission. 

In the village of Marscoye (near Marioupol), a settler had cut off the head 
of his child, ten months of age, and the family ate the little corpse. The 
medical diagnosis is hunger-madness. 


HUNGER-MADNESS. 


The reports of the delegates of the Ukrainian Red Cross, who visited 
districts stricken by the famine, contain the following particulars : 

W hen a horse falls down, a whole crowd, desperate and hungry, rush, armed 
with knives, cutting off pieces of the corpse and swallowing them sometimes 
raw. Not only the eorpses of horses and dogs are eaten, but also the skins. 

In three southern districts of the government of Zaporoshye 199,000 people 
are starving. A quarter of them are lying down, without being able to move 
because of weakness. The population seems to be condemned todeath. All 
dogs and cats have been devoured longago. The provisions of dried weeds have 
reached theirend. Auything is taken for nourishment. Skins of animals are 
cut to pieces, boiled intoa glutinous mass, and then consumed. 

The — of the Ukrainian Ked Cross, delegated to this province, 
reports: in Zaporoshve 700,000 people are starving. These persons have not 
even linseed-cake at all, but only miserable substitutes. In.consequence there 
is a spread of all sorts of diseases. About 100,000 people, mostly children, 
are already broken down in health. At least 59,000 poods of grain per 
month are needed to keep them alive. Besides this, attention must be paid to the 
Way in which nourishment is given. The people mast be nourished and 
attended to by a doctor at the same time. Careless feeding may lead to 
death. Besides the gravest intestinal complaints, the cases of acute ana miaand 
fenera!l exhaustion are rapidly increasing. 


The Central Committee of the Ukrainian Red Cross writes on 
March 3rd‘ last, that the general situation is stili more horrible and 
hopeless than might be concluded from the particular reports.

TWENTY-FIFTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE LARGEST 
YIDDISH PAPER. 


[From a Correspondent. ] 


Organised Jewish labour in America has displayed great interest in 
the celebration of the twenty-fifth anniversary of the establishment 
of their organ, the Forward, the largest Yiddish newspaper in the world, 
having a daily circulation of over 200,000. Founded in 1897 as the organ 
of the Jewish Socialist Party in the United States, the paper, by reason 
of the support given to it by the numerous Jewish Trade Unions, grew 
rapidly till it has become a great power in Jewish life in America. But 
while there can be no doubt asto the power and influence which the /orw ird 
has exercised on the Jewish masses in America, itis greatly to be feared 
that the influence wasnotatall for good. Insomuch as it helped to con- 
solidate the Jewish workmen, its services are undeniable. But from the 
general Jewish point of view the journal has done more harm than good. 
It has often degenerated into vulgarity and profanity when combating 
Jewish ideals and Jewish principles, thus nullifying the good literary 
matter that it frequently published. There is no doubt a good deal of 
truth in the charge that is constantly levelled against the Forward, thatit 
was the most powerful instrument in the work of undermining the Jewish 
religion and the Jewish tradition among the Jewish working men in 
America. Its constant appeal to class consciousness, its aggressive 
attitude towards the Jewish National aspirations, its gospel of assimila 
tion through the processof internationalism, did not fail to havetheir effect. 

In recent years the Forward has endeavoured to make some amends 
for its past, and in many respects it is now more Jewish than ever before 
in its career, its columns often containing articles of intense Jewishness. 
Its attitude towards Zionism, too, has undergone considerable modification, 
and there are times when its tone is quite benevolent in dealing 
with the Zionist aspect.

Me. D. Le. ALEXANDER, K.C. 


The death, in his eightieth year, occurred last Saturday of Mr. 
David L. Alexander, K.C., for many years President of the Deputies 
of British Jews. fin’ 


David Lindo Alexander was the second son oi the late Joshua 
Alexander, well known as a solicitor and communal worker, who lived, 
—_ rst in South Street, Finsbury 
where he had, as neighbours, Louis 
Oohen and Hananel de Castro), and 
subsequently in Wimpole Street. 
‘Joshua Alexander was one of the 
founders of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians and of Jews’ College. 
being the first Treasurer of the 
latter institution. He married a 
daughter of the late David 
Abarbanel Lindo. Marriages 
between Sephardim and “Tedescos” 
(as they were despitefully called 
by the former) were so rare in those 
days that the story runs that onthe 
occasion of the engagement of 
the two young people some one 
called to congratulate Mrs. David 
Abarbanel Lindo. “I give you joy 
Madam,” the visitor exclaimed. 
“No,” replied Mrs. Lindo, “Give 
me sorrow. My daughter is engaged 
to a Tedesc>!” ‘The union was 
blessed with a large family. Two 
of the daughters married Bedding. 
tons. The youngest son, Lionel, 
became the indefatigable com 
— — munal Services to

tion. His untimely death, in 1901, was mourned as a public loss. . 

The subject of this obituary was born on the 5th of October, 1542, and 
educated at the City of London School where he distinguished himself 
in mathematics, gaining the Beaufoy Mathematical Medal. From school 
he went up to Cambridge, to Trinity Hall, where he obtained a scholarship 
at the end of his first year. In both his second and third years he won the 
first mathematical prize. At the beginning of 1864 he graduated as B.A. 
among the wranglers. At the same time he was elected by his college to 
a law studentship tenable for three years. While at Cambridge he was 
permitted to dine with a Jewish family instead of in hall. His father 
was anxious that his son should observe the laws of kasher food, and the 
writer of this notice has seen the correspondence that passed between 
him and a Mr. Cohen, of Cambridge, on the subject of the arrangements 
that were tc be made for this purpose. It is worthy of note that it was 
Mr. Alexander's invariable custom on the occasion ef the J7hr:-t’ for his 
parents to read Maariv at the New West Ead Synagogue. 

_ In 1886, the deceased married Hester, a daughter of Simeon Joseph, 
of the Stock Exchange. It was a marriage of the most romantic affection 
on both sides. Shortly after she married, and down to the time of her 
death, Hester Alexander was a confirmed invalid. 1¢ was pathetic to see 
the devotion which her husband lavished upon his helpless consort. Her 
death, which took place at the end of May, 1913, affected her husband 
with such grief that he was seized with a serious illness. There were 
threc children of the marriage of Mr. and Mrs. Alexander—two sons and 
a daughter. The younger of the two sons, Mr. George Simon Alexander, 
& young man of brilliant promise, died not long after having been called 
to the Bar at Lincoln's Inn in 1891. 

It was at the Bar of Lincoln's Ion that David Alexander was called in 
the same year in which he married. He read Conveyancing Law with 
the late Jacob Waley and Judge Ellis. He took silk in 1892, aud became 
a béncher of Lincoln's Inn in 1895. For some years he acted as standing 
counsel to the Association of Consetvative Clubs. The judges to whose 
Bar he specially attached himself as “silk” were Justice Chitty, Justice 
Romer, and Justice Byrne. He becsme popular with his fellow benchers, 
and was held in esteem for the pains he took to be exact and precise in 
his legal work and opinions. When first he started to practise, he was 
one of a very.small number of Jews at the Bar, and his work lay chiefly 
among Jewish solicitors. But, as he became better known, his clien!:/e 
grew extensively. Having become related through the marriages \{ his 
sistérs to the Beddington family, who were largely interested in jand, his 
connections supplied a valuable nucleus of practice for a real-property 
lawyer. He wasae hard worker, but it is surprising that he shou |! ave 
accomplished so much in face of the distractions he suffered thr.) ut 
his married life, in consequence cf. the ill-health of his wife, over whom 
be watched with the tenderest solicitude. . 

It was as a communal worker rather than a lawyer that he was ost 
known to the Jewish public.. He served on the Coungil of Jows College, 
the Anglo Jewish Association, and other institutions, and was also 
Chairman of the Finance Committee of the National Vigilance Associa 
tion. Practically his whole communal service, however, was given to 
Ile joined the Deputies in 1877, as a repre 
sentative of the Central Synagogue, with which he and the members of 
his family were very closely associated; and he never represented any 
other congregation. He became a Vice-President in 1896, on the retire 
ment of Mr. Arthur Cohen, K.C., from the Presidentship, and on the 
succession to that office of the late Sir Joseph Sebag Montefiore, During 
the seven years that Sir Joseph Sebag Montefiore held office the affairs 
of the Deputies went smoothly, but it cannot be said that the 
nephew of Sir Moses made a strong Chairman. During the latter years 
of his life more particularly, when the President showed sigas of 
failing health, the government of the Deputies devolved on the Vice 
President.. He became permanent Chairman of the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee, the most important department of the Deputies’ work. This 
Committee, which held its meetings at Mr. Alexander's chambers in Old 
Square—and afterwards, when Mr. Alexander gave up practice, at bis 
house, 11, York Gate—watches and initiates all ijegislation affectiog 
English Jews. Tho value of its services to the community can only be 
appreciated by those who have an.inside knowledge of its activity. 


_In this capacity, and while still Vice-President, the deceased was 


the ‘prime mover in some. of. the most spirited developments that 
characterised the Deputies at the end of the 19th century and the 
begipning of the’ 20th. Such a movement was the appointment of 
an official interpreter to the Whitechapel County Court. Theirresponsible 
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rsons who at one time acted as interpreters brought consi

Mr. Alexander obtained 
from the Lord Chancellor permission for the Board to appoint an officia] 
interpreter to the Court; and as a result the scandals ceased. On two 
occasions he applied to Judge Bacon not to hold a court on the Day of 
Atonement. As leader of the Bar in the High Court during the Long 
Vacation, he wasalso instrumental from time to time in securing from the 
Vacation Judge a holiday on that day, for the benefit of practitioners 
belonging to the Jewish faith. In this and other ways the entire work of 
the Deputies came to hinge on his activity. The various alterations in 
the Constitution of the Deputies, which came into force at about this 
time, were all drafted by the learned Vice-President. 

In these circumstances, it was a foregone conclusion. that the 
successor to Sir Joseph Sebag Montefiore, in the office of President should 
be the de facto holder of that office. Mr. Alexander was elected to fill 
this position at a meeting held at the Vestry Room of the Lauderdale 
Road Synagogue, on the 15th of February, 190%. His nomination was 
proposed by Mr. Manuel Castello, and seconded by Mr. Gabriel Lindo. 
As the Jewish Chronicle stated at the time, he was acclaimed with an 
enthusiasm which had never been surpassed, and perhaps hardly ¢qualled 
in the annals of the Deputies It was felt that no other presideut wae 
pos-ible. The Jewish Chronicle, desirous of gaining for the new President 
the utmost popular encouragement, proceeded to say - 

His accession to a position which in many respects is to be considered as the 
premier official position in Anglo-Jewry, is certain to make itself usefully felt 
in many directions of commana! development. Its new President, who besides 

abouring strenuously for many years to increase the Board’s usefulness, has 
onsistently striven to maintain its dignity and privileges, is strongly 
imbued with the conviction that this venerable institution is the only truly 
representative body among English Jews, in the sense that it is the only organ/- 
sation whese members are elected by the constituencies which they represent, 
and whose constituent bodies are the principal congreyations in the United 
Kingdom. 

Mr. Alexander, in his cccupancy of the position, however, did not 
justify what wasthensaid. The Jew sh Chronicle was compelled for many 
years to comment adversely on the deceased as President. Faced as the 
Deputies were during his term of office by new and grave problems, Mr. 
Alexander utterly failed to apply himselfto their solution with any sort of 
regard to the new_ conditions in the community particularly, and in Jewry 
generally, that had supervened. 

The deceased had perbaps the defects of bis qualities. He was often led 
to assume almost the entire burden of its activities, more particularly in 
matters relating to Government help, which required him to bein frequent 
consultation with the Home Office and the Foreign Office. This led him 

to run counter to the growing feeling of democracy among the Depaties 
which he was unwilling to reccgaoise, and ultimately brought about his 
resignation in 1917. 

But before describing the circumstances to which this was due, refer- 
ence must be made to the pleasing fact that on the 5th October, 1912. 
Mr. Alexander celebrated his seventieth birthday, and the Deputies took 
occasion to testify to the general esteem in which his labours were held. 
In the following month, Mr. Leopold de Rothschild presided at a dinner 
given in his honour, and presented bim with an official address, which 

ran as follows :— 

To Mr. D. L. ALEXANDER, 

We, the officers and members of the London Committee of Deputies of 
tue British Jews, beg to tender to you, as the esteemed President of the Board. 
our sincere copgratulations on your attaining the age of three score years and 
ten. For the past thirty-five years you have devoted yourself to the work of 
the Board, having acted for twenty-two years as one of its officers, and for the 
past nine years as ite President. During that long period you have directed 


your whole efforts to quickening the activities of the Board, so that it hae . 


become the mouthpiece of the Jewish community as well as the Guardian of 


&!i its interests, both religious and civil. We fully appreciate the great sacrifice 
of your time and personal convenience which your devotion to the Board bae 
entailed, and we trast that 1¢ may be some recompense to you to know how 


deeply the Board itself, and those whose interests it has at heart. feel indetited 

1 for your unselfish service. As the head of the Executive of the Board, 
your example has ever encouraged your colleagues; ani it is largely due to 
your personal work, your legal acumen, your care and untiring industry that 
the Board has been able to cope with the many anxious problems which have 
-onfronted it. ‘You have set a high standard in the performance of your 
iivies, as admirable as it is effective,and have thereby greatly enhanced the 
reputation .of the representative body of the community. We trust that you 
aud Mrs. Alexander will long be epared to enjoy the esteem aud affection of 
your friends, and of the Jewish community, which you have so fully earned,

The dissatisfaction with the President's methods of ¢d ninistering 

the Board's affsirs, to which reference has already been made, first showed 
itself in April, 1917, when the Board met to take note, among other things, 
of the then recent Revolution in Russia. The President, béing prevented by 
indisposition from attending this meeting, sent the written speech he had 
prepared for the occasion, asking that-it should be read from the Chair. 
The speech stated that a resolution of congratulation had been forwarded 
to the Russian Prime Minister by “the Jewish Conjoint Foreign Com- 
mitteee on behalf of the Jewish communities of the British Empire.’ 
Che Board, not satisfied with this delegation of action to the Conjoint 
Committee, carried a resolution of its own affirming that “this Board 
expresses its deep and heartfelt joy at the Revolution which has 
‘berated the Russian nation, and with it, its Jewish citizens.” From that 
‘ime the relations between the President and the Board may be said to 
have become strained. But matters came to a head a few weeks later, 
when Mr, Alexander, as one of the two Presidents of the Conjoint Com- 
iittee of the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association for 
‘oreign Affairs, issued in conjunction wiih his colleague, Mr. Claude 
\ontefiore, the famous manifesto, which was sent for publication in the 
‘comes, against the Zionist movement. This important action, having 
veen taken without previous consultation with the Board, was sharply 
deprecated by the majority of its members, who, at a meeting held on 
Sanday, June 17th, carried a vote of censure calling on the President 
and his colleagues to resign. Thereupon the President retired from 
omMee, thus severing an official connection with the Board of forty years’ 
‘tanding, fourteen of which had been spent in the chair. 

At the following meeting, held on July 15th, the members, having 
‘pressed deep sympathy with Mr. Alexander in the illness, from which 
46 was suffering, resolved to testify their high appreciation of the late 
President by forming “a Committee of five to consider the best means of 
®xpressing the Board’s recognition of the services Mr. Alexander had 
rendered to that body as well as to the whole Jewish community.’’ The 
hopes which the Board at the same time expressed for his a 
recovery were, happily realised, and Mr. Alexander revisited the Bo 
in 1920 to extend to the Deputies bie thanke for their election of him ag 
an honorary member, |

The Rev. EPHRAIM LEVINE. M.A., delivered an Address. 


Taking his text from the second chaptcr of the Second Book of 
Kings, “And Elisha said, I pray thee, let a double portion be upon 
me,” he said: The passage in the second chapter of the Second Book of 
Kings, which describes the parting of Elijah from Elisha and the ascent 
of the old prophet, can never lose its fascination. Apart from the’ 
charm of diction and vividness with which the historian narrates it, 
the picture of old age and ics influence on youth will continue to 
inspire. It is a wonderful tribute when a disciple can find nothing that 
he can set a greater value upon than the spirit cf b's master. Influence 
emanates from character. Only men of strong character, gifted with 
certain outstanding characteristics, can leave their imnress upon 
their fellow-men. When age influences youth, and the relationship 
between them is that of master and disciple, with love and veneration 
blended together, you will find much to admire and much to emulate in 
the character that produces it. Not that we mean that men who exert 
this influence are wholly free from the shortcomings and failings that 
beset lesser men. Elijah is the best answer to this. The great figure in 
whom were combined religious zeal, enthusiasm for God and hatred of 


‘idolatry, devotion to truth and contempt for sham, could have achieved 


his endif to his other qualities he had added a ceeper understanding of men, 
patience and sympathy with their shortcomings. But an Elijah teaches 
an Elisha. The double portion of his spirit acconipanies the mantle ; the 
younger wan profits by the experience of the elder ; the qualities of Elijah 
are transmitted to the younger man, and with them there is something 
more. If the older man has made mistakes, the younger can avoid them ; 
if the methods of Elijah are no longer suited to accomplish the object in 
view, the younger man can resort to others. But what he acquires is the 
double portion of the spirit. It is the fire and the glow of that dominating 
personality that are burning themselves into the heart of biisha. And 
this is the chief thing. I have reminded you of this incident in Scripture 
because in David Lindo Alexander one could readily detect ome of the very 
qualities that one associates with Elijah. First, a strong personality; a 
man of decided opinions not easily shaken ; gifted with great intellectual 
powers and a quick grasp of affairs; imbued with real religious zeal and 
enthusiasm for every good cause; a stern hater of falsehood and ready to 
denounce sham and hypocrisy; ever ready to serve his people; and 
possessing that very power of impressing his personality upon others, 
and especially upon younger men. There are many here who by reason 
of age and longer knowledge of him and his work in the com- 
munity, or who by reason of ties of friendship hallowed by years, 
could have more fitly and adequately pronounced our tribute to 
his memory. It is only in obedience to his own desire expressed 
upon his death-bed that this privilege is mine. If it fails in com- 
pleteness, it atones by veneration—tbe respect of youth for age. 

David Alexander, was cone of the last of an older generation of 
communal workers. The Jewish community into which he was born 
nearly eighty years ago Was very different from the community of to day. 
Those were the days before Jews migrated to the outlying districts of 
the metropolis, when Jewish life was centred in the City of London, when 
London synagogues were few, and when the community was more like a 
large family. His reminiscences of those days remind us that even as a 
boy he formed that power of obser vation and ability of expression which 
were always so prominentin him. It was nota common event then for 
a Jew to proceed to the university. He was one of the Jewish pioneers 
at Cambridge, and he would often record how bis father, a picus Jew, 
feared that residence in Cambridge, might weaken his Jewish allegiance. 
Its effect was otherwise. It gave him besides a good degree, a wider 
education, and outlook upon things, and an insight into social matters, 
which he afterwards turned to advantage. In addition it created 
friendships which remained permanent, with Christian contemporaries, 
who learned to respect the Jew. This mutal regard between Jew and 
non-Jew, he continued to foster at the Bar, and in all his public 
work. He was 

ALWAYS STRIVING TO RAISE THE NAME OF THE JEW, 


and the respect in which he was held wherever he went, is @ 
measure of the success that followed him. 

Soon after he commenced his work at the Bar, he began to devote 
bis leisure to communal service. Those were happy days before the 
burdens of Israel were becoming too heavy. But there was charitable 
work, there wae educational activity; and the synagogue, too, claimed 
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its quota of the best minds. Persecution abroad brought many of our 
parents to England, and from the early eighties the stream of immigra- 
tion became constant. Among the band of zealons workers who brought 
their brains and powers to organise Anglo-Jewry, David Alexander was 
prominent. Most of those great figures with whom he worked have long 
since gone. A portion of their spirit descended upon him; and it is to 
the pioneer work of these workers that we owe the organisation of philan- 
thropic effort, of which our community has a right to be proud. 

The Board of Deputies has undergone a transformation, but though 
one may differ as to its representative character to-day, remembering 
the purpose for which it was called into being, it has always been, and 
still remains, a virtual Anglo-Jewish Parliament. Its roll of presidents 
includes Sir Moses Montefiore, Arthur Cohen, Sir Joseph Sebag Montefiore, 
and David Alexander. Of the living we do not speak. The dead were 
giants in their generations. David Alexander carried the mantle of 
these great Elijahs with dignity, and to the work of the Board he brought 
an enthusiasm and a mind which kept the prestige of that body at a high 
level. It is the privilige of public life to help pubiic servants by criticism. 
The Jews are as English in this as the rest of the population. The 
administration of David Alexauder was often the subject of criticism. 
Had he been a nonentity he might have enjoyed more peace, but be was 
a man of character and he never shrank from criticism. There will 
always be differences of opinion as to the work of men in high office, and 
it would be a bad thing if there were not. Yet the whole’ house of Israel 
regarded David Alexander as a man of striking honesty, of sincerity, and 
as one who was giving his best to the service of the community. Ina 
great and difficult position he played the man, respecting venerated 
traditions, zealous for his people, devoted to duty, unsparing of himself, 
aud always animated by the desire to further Jewish interests. 
Can a man do more or can he expect more? His work will not be soon 
forgotten. Of the part he played in linking with harmony the Board of 
Deputies and the Ang'o-Jewish Association we all know. That the latter 
body elected him a Vice-President is evidence of the esteem in which 
they held his efforts for co-operation. 

There is another side of public work to which his talents were 
devoted. He was one of the early apostles of the movement for 
purity in English life. He was a man who viewed with deep concern 
the alarming increase of impurity, as connoted by the White Slave 
Traffic. He threw himself into tha work of the National Vigilance 
Association of which he was Treasurer, and often his voice was heard on 
the public platform condemning vice and immorality, and appealing for 
a holier conception of the sanctity of the body. The Jewish Association 
found him a good friend and ready helper. It was natural that this work 
should appeal to him, because he was essentially a pure minded man to 
whom no one could speak of anything doubtful or equivocal. We have 
already referred to 

HIS WORK ‘AS A MEMBER OF THE BAR. : 

Though he had retired from active practice for many years he retained 
his old friendship and his association with Lincoln's Inn. OF this 
honourable Society he was a bencher, and we are right in saying that the 
office of Treasurer was declined by him solely on the ground of ill health. 
lew men must have had a more extensive knowledge of legal personalities, 
for to a wonderful stock of information he added a great memory, and from 
his vast storehouse he could bring forth anecdotes and memories that 
could keep a company interested literally for hours. 

The danger of an address devoted to the .life-work of one we 
loved is that we fail to. do justice to the theme in our anxiety to 
avoid fulsomeness. The man of affairs who looms large in the 
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public eye, is viewed from two aspects. Some, the majority, know 
him from his work and from that they form their estimate. Others 
know him in private life. They view him from the angle o* 
friendship; admitted to the intimate circle of his home, they see t\)- 
personal side and feel the actual human touch. And this is the 
picture we love toremember. See him then asa courtly English gentic. 
man, a genial host, with a genius for friendship, spanning the ov! 
between age and youth, drawing the young and the middle-aged wit), 
the spell of his charm, growing old gracefully, yet keeping ever youn, 

To him with his weight of years there was vouchsafed the secret .; 
perennial youth. A brilliant conversationalist, interested in everythin. 

as keen a critic of music as of sport, always available, ever the sam, 

There is something there that comes from a strong character, and «- 
we take leave of him we find the old words upon our lips—wou!: 
that a double portion of his spirit could descend upon us! 

I have left one thing to the end. Perhaps itis the key toalielse. \ 
man’s home in its domestic privacy contains the stimulus to his pub. 
work. Hesitating to draw aside the veil from a sacred scene, we kn: » 
that the picture would be incomplete without that background of devotio. 
and loyalty and love. For many years the illness of his wife hung like a 
cloud upon the home. Of his devotion and love, and watchful care to her 
in those years of failing health, it is not for us to speak, except in terms 
of reverence and admiration. That love he gave was amptly repaid. 
Father and daughter, did we ever know such devotion, could filial duty 


express itself more lovingly? The day of parting has come, and for the 


snapping of the bond that bound them both with such loving ties, our 
sympathy goes out to her,who mourns his loss. He was a grand type of 
a Jewish gentleman, the mode! that every one would love his son to 
emulate. He has gone to his rest full of years, honoured by all. May 
his spirit abide with us, and cali us to the emulation of his fine example '

COUNCIL'S TRIBUTE. 


At the meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association on 
Sunday, Mr. CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE, who presided, referred to the death 
of Mr. Alexander, who was a Vice-President of the Association. He said 
that he bad been brought into close and intimate relations with Mr. 
Alexander for many yéars. He was a remarkable mao, who never spared 
himself in his work, but when he took on any duty did it in the most 
thorough and exhaustive manner. His devotion to duty brovugh a blush 


to his own cheek. The more one worked with him the more one felt 


it. He did not remember when Mr. Alexander became President of the 
Deputies, but they had been Presidents together for a very considerable 
period, and during part of that period the work of the Conjoint Forcign 
Committee had been fairly arduous and constant. His kindness of heart 
and affectionate nature were really only known by those who came into 
close contact with him. His loyalty was very striking, and dur.ng his 
presidency the ties which united the two bodies were drawn very closely 
together. Although President of the Deputies, Mr. Alexander never 
failed to recognise the co-equal rights of the Anglo-Jewish Association in 
the work of the Conjoint (-ommittee, and although senior Chairman never 
took a single step without consultation with him. He felt most 
grateful, and would treasure his memory. There were many other 
capacities over and above his work for the Deputies. He was a distin: 
guished Englishman as well as a distinguished Jew, and he was proud of 
being both. One of his greatest disappointments was that he was unabie 
to become Treasurer of his Inn, in consequence of ill-health. Mr. 
Montefiore moved the following resolution : 

The Council desire to record their grief at the death of Mr. D. L.. Alexander 
K.C., Vice-President of the Association. During the many years in which Mr. Alex 
ander was President of the Board of Deputiesand Joint Chairman of the Conjoint 
Foreign Committee he gave unstinted time and thought to the work of the 
Committee and rendered to it valuable services. Ile was most loya! in 
co-operation with the Anglo-Jewish Association, and during his Presidency o! 
the Board the ties uniting the two bodies together were drawn much closer. In 
recognition of his excellent and faithful work and his friendly and loya! 
co-operation with the Anglo-Jewish Association, he was elected a Vice 
President in 1909. The Council wish to express to Miss Alexander and to tlic 
other members of his family their tribute of deep and sincere sympathy. 

Mr. MAURICE JACOBS, in seconding the motion, said that he had had 
the privilege of seeing a good deal of Mr. Alexander lately in Brighton. 
His mind had been as keen as ever. Mr. Alexander had told him that in 
the whole of his career nothing had given him greater satisfaction than 
bis co-operation with Mr. Montefiore, for whom he treasured the greatest 
affection, respect; and regard. 

Mr. H. M. KISCH associated the branches with the motion, which wa;

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Reconstituting Jews College. 


THE WAR MEMORIAL SCHEME. 
A TASK FOR THE LAWYERS,

A meeting of the Council of Jews’ College was held on Wednesday at 
the College. There were present: 

Mr.S. H. Pwanwes, K.C.. in the Chair, Sir Adolph Tuck, Dayan A. Feldsnan, 
Dayan H. M. Lazarus, the Revs. E. Levine and J. F. Stern, Messrs. F. Dd. 
Benjamin, H. Bentwich, 8. Japhet, A. Kahn, E. D. Lowy, 8. Moses, H. Oppen. 
heimer, and EK. Zeitiyn. 

Votes of condolence were passed to the relatives of the late Mr. 
Joshua M. Levy, Mr. D. L. Alexander, K.C., and Prof. Hoffmann. 


: Votes of congratulation were passed to Rabbi Prof. Dr. H. Gollancz 
and the Rev. S. Levy on the completion of fifty and twenty-five years 
respectively in the Jewish Ministry, and to Dr, Jacob Mann on his appoint. 
ment at the Hebrew Union College, Cincinnati. 

The CHATRMAN, on behalf of the I-xecutive Committee, moved the 
following resolution : 

That Messrs. Morley Shirreff and Co. be instructed to act for and on behalf 
of Jews’ College in advising them as to the necessary steps to be taken for the 
purpose of, and in and about the preparation of the necessary documents for 
carrying into effect the resolutions passed by the Councils of Jews’ College and 
the Jewish War Memorial for the reconstitution of Jews’ College. and amony 
other things to confer with Messrs. Oppenheimer, Nathan, and Vandyck, of 1, 
Finsbury Square, with a view to giving joint instractions to Counsel in the 
premises, who should then settle matters on behalf of Jews’ College authorities 
and the Jewish War Memorial, subject, however, to rule 37 of the Constitation 
of Jews’ College. 


Mr. HERBERT BENTWICH moved, as an amendment, that further 
proceedings be postponed until after a meeting of the Governors had 
been called. He said that it seemed to bim that there was a considerable 
probability that when the resolutions, as they stood, wore considered by 
the general body of the Governors, there would bo extensive alterations, 
or even rejections of parts of the scheme, which might involve a 
reconsideration of the whole matter, and of the legal! effect of these 
resolutions, and great expense would be involwcd if they were now to 
employ solicitors and counsel as proposed. He submitted that it would 
be a work of supererogation if they were toanticipate what might be the 
fliecision of the Governors, andit would make theirtask difficult if they were 
presented with a cut-and-dried legal document which must be very difficult 
to understand. The Governors cou/d understand the resolutions, but 
whether they would ever understand the effect of the documents which 
would be prepared for submission to them was problematical. He con- 
tended that there were matters in the resolutions which could not be 
carried out in accordance with the Constitution of the College. Clause 47 
of the Constitution provided for the alteration of laws, subject to any 
proposed changes not being inconsistent with the objects of the College 
as defined. He thought the legal gentlemen would have the greatest 
difficulty in getting round that specific provision. If the Academy 
proposal remained, they were asking their solicitors to perform the 
impossible. Having regard to the fact that the question of the Academy 
was sure to be raised at the meeting of Governors, he urged the Council 
not to prejudice the position by taking a roundabout and very pro- 


-blematical course. 


The CHAIRMAN appealed to Mr. Bentwich to withdraw the amend. 
ment. He said thatatthe last meeting it was understood that the recom. 
mendations that had been passed were subject to being put into proper 
legal form. They did not want to have two bites at a cherry. Even if 
the Governors passed the resolutions they would still have to go before 
them again in legal form. They proposed to go first to their legal advisers 
and ask them how much of the scheme could be accepted by Jews 
College under their Constilution. They wanted a definite legal opinion on 
the matter. It was only when they knew what the legal position was 
that they could be able to ask the Governors to do anything. There was 
no member of the Council, including himself, who desired that any 
single part of the compromise should be passed unless it was within the 
Constitution, and until that had been decided there was nothing to go 
before the Governors. 

Mr. BENTWICH intimated that he could not accede to the Chairman's 
request. He said that while it was true that ultimately the legal form 
would have to be approved by the Governors, the main question, on which 


.thero were differences of opinion, ought to be discussed by the Governors 


before the instructions were given to the solicitors. Once a decision had 
been taken, the other meeting would be purely formal. It would be 
circumlocution to take the course proposed. 

The amendment failed to find a seconder. | 

Mr. BENTWICH then moved the omission of all words after “ for the 
reconstitution of Jews’ College.” He said be did not know what was 
meant by “among other things.” Secondly, he objected very strongly to 
the idea that there was to be anything like negotiation between their 
solicitors and other solicitors with a reference to counsel, that would go 
beyond the view of the Council. The duty of their solicitors was 
simply to see that the resolutions were put into proper legal 
form without power. to amend them in any way. If there was to be 
any amendment the matter should be referred back to the Council for 
further consideration. Not only were there to be negotiations, but the 
matter was then to be left to counsel (unnamed) “ to settle matters.” 

The CHAIRMAN said that these words meant “to settle the draft 
documents,” and he would be prepared to introduce an amendment 
making that clear. 

Mr. BENTWICH said that that course would remove one of his 
objcctions to the words he wanted omitted. But the main objection 
remained, that the solicitors were not to be at liberty to alter anything 
except the wording without reference to the Council. 

‘’he CHAIRMAN said that if their solicitors found that the resolutions 
were in conflict. with the Constitution they would so advise before 
communicating with the solicitors of the Jewish War Memorial. 

Mr. H. OPPENHEIMER seconded Mr. Bentwich’s amendment. 

Mr. 8. MOSEs opposed the amendment. He said that the very object 
which Mr. Bentwich had in view would be foiled by his amendment. 
They were bound to get into communication with the other side. 

Sir ADOLPH TUCK said he agreed with Mr. Moses that the original 
motion provided a much safer course than that suggested by Mr. Bentwich. 
‘They must have definite information as to whether the resolutions could 
legally be put into force. They would save most valuable time by taking 
the course proposed.

The Sapient Leaguers’’ Again. 


The “Times” and Zionism. 


In the courage of a report for the year 1921 (necessarily consisting of a 
few meagre sentences) signed on behalf of the “ Leaguers” by tho Presi. 
dent, Mr. Lionel de Rothschild, O.B.E., M.P., we are told, says the 
Jewish World, that the cardinal principles for which the League was 
brought into being were the “ right of Jews to become and remain integral 
slements in the national life of the countries in which they reside, with 


the inevitable inference that Jews do not constitute a separate political 
nationality.” But what Jews on earth, or what Jews in Pogiand at least, 
or, indeed, who atall, has ever contested those elemental principles’ Kven 
Mr. Belloc does not say that Jews constitute a separate political nationality 
in the countriesin which they reside. Hesaysthey oughtto. The nearest 
that has ever been said on that score is that it would be a good thing ifa 
certain number of them did so by forming a Jewish Commonwealth in 
Palestine; but that is altogetber a different thing. To found a League 
for the purpose of knocking at an open door is indeed a sign of sapiency | 
If wo would find another sign of this quality, it is to be sought in the 
statement in this report that the views of some extreme sections of 
Zionists have helped to keep alive confasion and unrest in Palestine, 
and the further statement that it is this agitation which retards the 
settlement of Jews who desire to make Palestine their home. The 
League apparently never heard of an Arab agitation ;, or do its clear 
headed and clear-sighted members imagine that if every Zionist in the 
world were to say to-morrow that all they wish is to employ Palestine, as 
do the Leaguere, as a migration centre for what this report calls 
“stranded political refugees,” the Arabs would open their arms in welcome 
and beg the Jews to send all such migrants upon whom they could lay 
bands’ Of course, as is the way of these Leaguers, what they state is 
only said so that they can pillory their own people and declare them to 
be to blame for any evil that exists. 

But i¢ would be uogracious on our part not to acknowledge our 
indebtedness to the Leaguers and their report for two sentences ia it. 
One, to which we refer, expresses the concurrence of the League with the 
attitude on Zionism recently taken up by the 7: mes (an1 presumably by 
Lord Northcliffe), and particularly with the articles by Mr. Philip 
Graves. And yet these people have the temerity — we refrain from using 
a far stronger word which would be more apt—to pretend in their report 
that they have always favoured, what is referred to by them in regard to 
Palestine, as the “movement,” and which word, by implication and 
context, they purposely make appear to refer t> the Zionist Movement! 
The League must nurse aun utterly erroneous view of Jewish 
mentality if it imagines that it is going to take in apyone 
by such hypocritical humbug. Before, however, we lieave this 
sage document, so redolent of wisdom and so permeated with the true 
Jewish spirit, we feel we must refer to the other sentonce in it, for which 
we are grateful. It is this exquisite statement: “ But thoug), sperking 
generally, the political position of Jews in Lastern Larope has improved, 
the same cannot be said of their economic condition.” What more 
damning indictment of the whole of the principles under) ying the opposi. 
tion to Jewish Nationalism ahd to true Zionism could there be’ To 
speak, however, of the political position of Jews and at the same time to 
demand the right of Jews to become and remain integral elements of the © 
national life of the countries in which they reside, and, again, to deciare 
that they do not constitute a separate political element—well, we give it 
up! But this must be said. It is palpable, from the report for 1921, that 
the peculiar sapiency which characterises the League has not (let us be 
thankful) spread very far in the community.—Jewish World.

A big, burly man, a great success in 
th: City, one of those who begin life by licking stamps, answered with 
condescension that he, for his part, believed in the literal meaning of the 
Biblical declaration, A fine statement it was, too. Nothing served so 
weil as a good whacking when children were naughty. He had had his 
share in his fyouth, God wot; and he thanked all those who inflicted 
corporal punishment on him, for he owed to them his success in life.

Think of the ancient 
Germans or of the modern Japanese. Why, even Hagenbeck,” she went 
on. ‘has cast aside corporal punishment as a means of training animals.”

you alopt for training children in the way they should go?” The gentie 
lady who had been first to condemn corporal punishment was ready with 
her reply.

olaers again taught the doctrine of M7 7322 “1D, of measure for 
“ueasure, and illustrated it in this way: Samson sinned with his eyes, 
therefore his eyes were put out; Absalom was vain about his hair, there- 
tore by means of his hair he met his death ; our ancestors refused to 


count the years since the building of the Temple, therefore they were 
punished by having to count the years since its destruction. 

“ But whatever the explanation, one thing stands out in the Jewish 
conception: it was impossible for an intermediator to wipe away the 
effects of wrong doing, or for an agent of some higher power to grant 
remission of sin, especially after confession. Even God himself, a bold 
doctrine, could not undo the evil ofsin. Only the wrong-doer might by 
mending his ways ward off punishment. The doctrine is as old as the 
prophet Ezekiel who taught ‘The soul that sinneth it shall die. . . But 
if the wicked turn from a)ibissins. . . heshalilive. .. none ofthe trans- 
gressions that he hath committed shall be remembered against him.’ It 
is the burden of the whole Book of Jonah: Repent, amend your ways, 
and all shall be forgiven. For God does not desire the death of men; he 
only asks for their moral regeneration. And even when He inflicts 
puoishments, they aro not an end in themselves. ‘Those whom the 
Lord loveth, He chasteneth’ is a beautifal conception in this connection. 
Stillmore beautiful is the dictum of Antigonus of Socho. ‘ Be not like 
servants’ he said, ‘who serve their master on condition of receiving a 
reward, but be like servants who serve their master without any thought 
of reward.’ , 

“ But this was a high standard to reach. Perhaps only saints might 
do so. Average people needed the inducement of rewards or the repellent 

punishment. More particularly was this the case in hard times, and 
when the national life suffered the slings and arrows of fortune. When the 
Temple was destroyed, it is intelligible that the preachers of the day 
painted to this as a punishment for Israel's evil-doing. So intensely 
was the doctrine taught that it has found a place in the Prayer Book— 
WWD 13°92 1 NI" QED) ‘Because of our sins we were driven from our 
land.’ The doctrine has its limitations. For if we were expelled 
because of our sins, it follows that we shall return only when we are 
completely good again. This thought conduces to mere passivity. 
Moreover, the blame is put on the victim. Is the victim always at 
fault? Were the Belgians so much worse than the Germans in 1914 
that they had to suffer? Might not the Germans in this instance be 
termed “the wicked” in the Biblical sense? Were the Romans in the 
year 70 so much better than the Jews? Obviously, this explanation is a 
little crude. It may have served in an.age dark with bitterness, snffering, 
ignorance, and death. Even then it was not universally accepted. The 
Talmud states that Rabbi Elisha ben Abuya was so moved by what 
seemed to him the senseless sufferings of his people that, puzzled and 
troubled in soul, he threw over all Jewish teachings.” 

The Rabbi had been listened to with attention. His narrative 
appeared to interest his audience. They seemed to cogitate on his words; 
to many of them they were apparently quite new. Presently a young 
undergraduate ventured the remark that while the Rabbi's story only 
showed that the problem was old, there was no finality about the 
solution. Even the solution offered in the Book of Job, magnificently 
treated as it was, would not find universai acceptance to-day. To-day 
men admitted chance as a factor in the shaping of life. You plant two 
rose-trees; ope produces splendid flowers and the other is a failure. It 
may be a case of pure chance. Soin the life of men, one gets the good 
things of life, while for his neighbour life is one long struggle. Is it not 
cold comfort to assert that the second will obtain his reward in the next 
life or the next world; or that struggle is good for character ” 

The Rabbi admitted that there might be something in this argument. 
“ But,” he went on, “ whatever view a Jew may hammer out for himself, 
his main outlook will be conditioned by one or two governing facts of 
fundamental importance. He will not believe in the conflict between a 
power of good anda power of evil in human ability to remit sin or in 
the doctrine that man was born sinful. On the positive side he will believe 
that man is captain of his fate; that in a more or less clear fashion he 
knows what wrong-doing is, and that character is the master-key of life. 
For the rest,” the Rabbi concluded, “the ideal is to do good, to live life 
nobly. To cogitate over rewards and punishments may have value as 
au academic exercise. Possibly some one solution may bring comfort to 
aman here or there. In the main, too, it is probably true that goodness 
brings its own reward, and evil its own punishment. In the words of 
Ben Azzai, the reward of a 71)¥2 is another 1'¥5, and the trouble about 
an 3” (an evil action) is that it brings another evil action with it.” 

' As the company broke up, it was manifest that they were in a 
thoughtful mood. I should not have believed that they would have been 
interested in the problem. But such was the case, and it showed that a 
group of Jews do care to hear about some problem of religion if only it is 
presented in a form that appeals to them.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 
MR. AARON BLASHKI. 


HE name of Blashki is an honoured one in Australian 
Jewry, and the late Mr. Phillip Blashki, of Melbourne, 
endowed his children with a fine tradition of communal 
service which Mr. Aaron Blashki, of Sydney, has admirably 

upheld. Fortwenty-five years he has been a member of the Board 
of Management of the Great Synagogue, Sydney, and has occupied 
the positions of President, Vice-President 
and Treasurer. He is Vice-President 
of the Sydney Education Board and 
founded the Sydney Jewish Aid Society, 
of which he is still President. He was 
formerly President of the Sydney Zionist 
Society, while Mrs. Blashki is connected 
with the Hebrew Ladies’ Society, and 
his daughter is an active worker for the 
| Jewish Girls’ Guild. Mr. Blashki is at 
present on a visit to London after a tour 
which included Palestine and a visit to 
Ypres, where his son, Capt. Roy Blashki, 
who was killed during the war, lies 
buried. To a _ representative of the 
Jewish Chronicle, Mr. Blashki, in the 
course of an interview, has dealt with 
some aspects of Australian Jewish 
affairs, and especially with the recent 
visit of the Chief Rabbi. 


THE CHIEF RABBIS VISIT. 


“I not only think the visit of the Chief Rabbi was productive of a 
great deal of good,” Mr. Blashki said, “but I think it would be a great 
pity if it is not followed up at regular intervals, because living as we do 
so far away from the centre of Jewish thought and learning, and not 
having hada visit before of any one of such eminence and Jewish authority 
as the Chief Rabbi, many congregations in different parts of Australia 
and New Zealand have been entirely at the mercy of the laymen in power. 
Thus various changes in the ritual have been brought about, while some 
well-meaning ministers have introduced changes in time-honoured 
customs and practices with the result that throughout Australia there are 
scarcely two congregations which have precisely the same minhag, and 
in the course of a century such differences have widened and are apt to 
continue, so that the congregations are scarcely recognisable as belonging 
to the same community. The visit of the Chief Rabbi tosome extent has 
served to draw attention to these differences, but in order to achieve 
lasting results the visit must be repeated. Many questions of Jewish 
law were put to Dr. Hertz during his visit, and the authority of the Chief 
Rabbinate has been enhanced, and I am quite certain that the Jews in 
Australia will not only welcome a return visit from Dr. Hertz, but if he 
is accompanied by Mrs. Hertz his welcome will be no less than royal. 


EDUCATIONAL WORK. 

“The Chief Rabbi devoted specia: attention during his stay to the 
question of religious education and consultations, and conferences were 
held with the various educational authorities to whom the Chief Rabbi 
made valuable suggestions. I think that on the whole he was pleased 
with what we had been doing, but weall recognise that not nearly enough 
is done, and our great difficulty is the comparative indifference of the 
parents. We have good teachers, but the difficulty is to get the support 
in the homes from the parents. Advanced students are almost entirely 
neglected. As their Hebrew and religious studies cease when they leave 
the schools, the higher secular education absorbs so much time and 
attention from the pupils that they are reluctant to devote any time 
to religious education. Ia Melbourne this difficulty has been partly met

‘by the establishment by Mr. Slutzkin of a Hebrew scholarship, so that 


Hebrew will form one of the subjects in the University Examinations. 


AUSTRALIA FOR JEWISH EMIGRANTS. 


“Tam very anxious,” Mr. Blashki went on to say, “to call attention 
to Australia as a field for Jewish emigration. Jews with any knowledge 
of agricultural life will fiad a wonderful field ia Australia, particularly ino 
the west, where large areas are still untouched, and where the 
Government give every encouragement to intending settlers. The 
number that can be absorbed is almost illimitable. People with ready 
hands and cheerful hearts, who are willing to work, will flad splendid 
opportunities for themselves and their children. We have a country 
as big as the United States, with a smaller population than London. The 
white population of Australia numbers only five millions, two millions being 
absorbed in four cities. I quite understand thatemigrants coming toany 
new country have difficulties and trials until they accustom themselves to 
their surroundings; but once the pioneers are settied others will follow, and 
Australia should afford a happy haven to Jews escaping from the martyr- 
dom of Eastern Europe. There is no anti-Semitism in Australia. Jews 
occupy the highest positions io mercantile and public life. We havea 
Jewish Justice of the High Court in Justice Isaacs, and a County Court 
judge in Judge John Cohen. Jews have occupied the position of Speaker 
in the State Legisiatures, and have occupied ministerial positions. Some 
of the earliest and most respected settlers in Australia were the 
Montefiores, and there is a town called Montefiore in South Australia. 
We have only 15,000 Jews in the whole of Australia, so that there is 
plenty of room for more, especially as about 12,000 Jews are concentrated 


in two cities. Jewish immigrants may be assured of a hearty welcome 
in Australia.”

We confine our attention on 
this occasion to the latter of these two virtues. It is a virtue of such far. 
reaching scope that it has come to be regarded by Jews as synonymous 
with righteousness itself, and to be called by its name, 7)", 

What is the right kind of benevolence we should practise’ It is 
the benevolence of the open hand and the warm heart. The hand must 
be impelled by the heart, for as the ancient sage taught, “A good 
heart is the surest road to good deeds” (Aboth ii., 9). By nothing is a 
man's nature so greatly exalted as a good heart. Itis true that man i« 
raised above the beasts of the flelds by the gift of intelligence, for th. 
want of which he sinks to the level of the brute. “A man, for all his 
honour, who understandeth not, is like unto the beasts that perish.” [ut 
a man who has no heart is worse than the beast of the field; he is lower. 
even than a plant; he is no better than the hard stone under his feet. 
Let sympathy die out from human society, and society itself must 
cease to exist. We cannot imagine God creating a world in 
which pain and rejoicing, pleasure and sadness, mingle with 
one another without at the same time creating sympathetic hearts to 
participate in the joys and sorrows of life. A good heart can compensate 
for the want of intelligence, but uo amount of intellectual endowment can 
free the void created by an empty heart. Yet, while good hearts are 
often to be met with, true philanthropy is less common. The good heart 
wishes well, but well-wishing does not always issue in well-doing. It is 
a big step that we have to take forward, from wishing to doing ; and we 
often fear to take it, so that the good deed which our benevolent instincts 
recommend remains unperformed. Itis not enough to feel for the misfor 
tunes of others, unless we are preparad to share with them some of ou) good 
fortune. Nor is it always a question of giving away some of our substance. 
There are troubles in life which we can alleviate by the utterance of 4 
word of comfort or advice, by a sympathetic glance. or pressure of the 
haud. We can sometimes be helpful to a fellow creature in distress by 
imparting strength to his will-power; we can help him to stand up by 


teaching him to stand alone. Along with the open hand must go the 7 


open heart. The heart must ponder deeply what the nand is going to 
effect. That charity only is blessed, to the giver as well as to the receiver, 
which springs from the heart. 

How far should our charity extend? “Sufficient for his need, in that 
which he wanteth.’ Charity is governed, on the one hand, by the poor 
inan’s need. Wecannotall be equally well off. God has determined things 
otherwise. Kut in God's kingdom which he has established upon earth 
none should be suffered to go without the barest necessities of living 
And this is the probable explanation of the apparent contradiction between 
verses four and eleven of the 15th chapter of Deuteronomy. There wii! 
always be wantin the world, crying to be relieved, but abject poverty 
there need not be if we do our duty to those in distress. And thatdaty '- 
described by our ancient teachers in these words: “What the pou:

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Five Jewish Philosophers. 


No. 1.—PHILO. 


LECTURE BY TH? REV. GERALD FRIEDLANDER. 


The first of the course of lectures on Jewish Philosophers arranged 
by the Jewish Historical Society was held on Tuesday at Toynbee Hall, 
by the Rev. Gerald Friedlander, who spoke on Philo. A capital send-off 
was given to the course, the audience being so large that a move had to 
be made to a larger room than that originally allotted. Dr. Redcliffe 
Salaman, President of the Society, was in the Chair. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Jewish Historical Society had two main 
fuactions—to encourage research and elucation. Of these the educa- 
tional work was in his opinion perhaps the moré important. Of all the 
enemies which beset the Jews none did them so much harm as ignorance. 
In the outer world it accouated for prejudice and cruel persecution, and 
that could only be dispelled by knowledge. But the ignorance within 
was more disastrous because it manifested itself in so many ways 
and its effects were 80 far-reaching that one was apt to discount 
it because of its very magnitude. In the theory and practice of our 
religion, ignorance attacked us at every moment. Those who con- 
temned and despised our practices did not realise that it was only 
because they did not know what they meant that they contemned 
and despised them. Moreover, the very ignorance of those who 
criticised Jewish practice robbed those who criticised of all the feelings 
of beauty which were crystallised in Jewish practice. And when they 
eame to the spirit of Judaism—it was not grasped. That ignorance of 
the spirit of Jadaism was perhaps the more permanent. If that course 


of lectures brought them to realise the impressive simplicity of Jadaism it 
would have done an immense amount of go... The lectures covered an 
enormously broad fleld, and that breadth of fleld was dependent on one 
thing—the spirit of justice which lay at the bottom of the whole of 
Jewish teaching. That was the spirit in which to study philosophy. 
in the study of the med @#val period of Jewish history the general 
ignorance was abysmal. Jews were so unconscious of the greatness of 


their history that they even offered excuses for being Jews. | If the 
were descended from some marauding baron who landed with William 
the Conqueror they would blazon it forth on every spoon, on 


every sheet of notepaper and every motor-car, but being descendants 
of a long line of rabbis, right-thinking and cultured, who were 
teaching ethics when the baron was still eating a raw chicken with 
his hands, some of them ratber thought it a disgrace than otherwise. 


When they came to appreciate their own history they would in time 
redard themselves as aristocrats, the heirs to a culture of 3,000 
years. which had never failed, and was as good to-diy as when first 
enuaciate’, aristocrats io the real sense of the word, people who by 
reason of thelr tradition and inheritance had a greater responsibilty 
towards their fellow-men. For this reason he conlemned attacts on 
Jews who, by reason of certain opinions they held, were declared to be 


no Jews. The bonds which united Jews were so manifold and diverse, 
that if a man was prompted by the feelings of his blood and conscience to 
call himself a Jew, it was not for anyone whatevor to attack him. He 
said that they were very proud of the list of lecturers for the course, 
especially of the fact that Professor Alexander, of Manchester, had 
consented to give one. of the lectures. 


the Rev. GERALD FRIEDLANDER said that Philo sought to unite 
thought with the philosophy of the Greeks, really the. same task 
‘hat Was undertaken by Maimonides, and to some extent by Mendelssohn. 
But Vhilo was a theologian rather than a philosopher, an apologist who 
attempted to defend Judaism agiinst atheism, polytheism, or the 
sceptie criticism of his day. He sought to prove that the 
highest forms of - revelation and human wisdom were to -be 
found in the Pentateuch ani! the Prophets. But in order = to 
‘yacile the Scriptural teaching with Greek philosophy, Philo attempted 
to get over difficulties by a process: of allegory made use of by the 
“ophists. Pailo regartJed philosophy as a means of coming near to God. 
He developed the doctrine of the logos, and in so doing had to. sacrifice 
ouch that was essentia'ly Jewish. of Philo'’s teaching appeared 
‘1 the Gospels andin the Church Fathers. His mysticism and tendency 
‘> asceticism were not regarded with favour generally by Jews, and 
(his acsounted for the fact that Philo did not exercise great influence on 
udaism, 
Mr. FRIEDLANDER was bombarded with questions, and the audience 
‘auch appreciated the lucidity of his replies.

“ISIRAAL” AND PHARAOH'S BONDAGE. 


ARTHUR DAVIS MEMORIAL LECTURE. 


The Arthur Davis Memorial Lecture attracted a very large audience 
to University College on Sunday, when Professor Flinders Petrie, the 
renowned Egyptologist, read a paper on “The Status of the Jews in 
Egypt” Sir PHitip Sassoon, Bart., M.P., presided. 

Dr. REDCLIFFE SALAMAS, President of the Jewish Historical Society, 
under whose auspices the lecture was held, welcomed the gathering. He 
said that to one connected by the very closest of ties with the departed 
scholar, in honour of whom the lecture had been founded, it was a source 
of very great satisfaction to realise the appreciation shown to his memory ; 
but not less he rejoiced at the ready homage which our community 
delighted to show to a scholar of such world-wide renown as Professor 
Petrie. He thought they would agree that that meeting was a real testi. 
mony to the fact that, however much they might be careful in hiding it, 
the Jewish community had a deep regard for learning and literature. In 
that connection he reminded them that without the material means by 
which to propagate learning, learning itself must wither and wilt. He 
appealed for new members of the Society, and said that for a subscription 
of 10s. 6d. they received books valued at 30s. That was Jewish flaance ! 

(Laughter.) 

Sir PHILIP Sassoon, M.P., thanked the Society for the honour they 
had done him in asking him to preside. Professor Petrie needed no intro- 
duction, and he expressed the gratitude of the meeting to him for coming 


to lecture on an absorbing topic. They would have to go very far to find 
& more eminent Egyptologist. He was not limited to a discussion and 
criticism of other men’s discoveries; he was a most successful excavator 
himself. He had with his own hands unearthed many objects of the 
deepest interest to all students of the remote Egyptian past. He had 
been engaged in that work for forty years, during thirty of which he had 
occupied the distinguished position of Professor of Egyptology at that 
University where he had spokeo with peculiar authority on the signifi- 
cance of his owo and other men’s discoveries, and had interpreted them 
to laymen such as himself (the speaker). NKeferring to the late Arthur 
Davis, he said that he was a type of that rare and valuable man who, 
while engaged in business, was yetinspired by a studious ambition, a man 
above the average, who taught the lesson to the average man of affairs 


that the delights of learning were open to all those who were able to make 


use of the opportunities they could find and create. Such men were an 
honour to any cultured community. 


Professor PETRIE, in the course of his lecture, said that he was deal- 
ing not with the history of the Israelites in Egypt, but with the question 
of their status—what were their abilities, how did they shine, what 


permanent mark did they leave on their period, and how did they standin 
relation totheir neighbours? Mere existence mattered nothing: it wasthe 
energising influence of fresh thoughtor organisation that alone gave value to 
any people. He proceeded to discuss the early records of the Semitic 
invasion of Egypt, and said that Abraham's visit to Egypt was in accord 
with the eaotry of various shepherd chiefs.. He showed a transcript of an 
inscription of Menepthah found at Thebes, which mentioned various 
Palestinian names such as Canaan, Askelon, Gezer, Yenoam, and more 
significant still, “ Isiraal,” which was the only mention of Israel on an 
Egyptian monument. He suggested that while the Israelites were in 
Egypt part of the Bae Israel had been repelled and had founded the 
colony of Jezreel in Samaria which had been conquered by Menepthah. 
He discussed the system of forced labour by which the Israelites were 
subjected and said that it was organised ia families. There was reason 
to believe that not all the lxraelites were engaged in the labour gangs, as 
the name of a contemporary Semitic engraver had been found 
on an iascription discovered 100 miles south of Goshen, Professor 
Petrie showed how Israel maintained contact with Ezypt right through 
the period of the Judges and the Kings, and continuonsly later in 
the Greek and Roman periods. He exhibited a model ef the famous 
Temple of Oaias, and showed how it was constructed on a mound intended 
to reproduce the features of the Temple Mouatin Jerusalem. He aroused 
great interest by his description of the ovens used to roast the paschal 
offerings and said that only the shank bone of the lamb was used. He 
showed how the Jewish settlements on the Nile had led to the Jews 
controlling the Nile waters for which the debt control by the Irrigation 
Board was a modern paraliel. Egypt, he said, had always attracted the 
Jew, and the Jewish settlers had had a notable influence on the intellectual 
life of Egypt, especially in Alexandria, and they had enjoyed the greatest 
measure of political power in Jewish history during the Ptolemaic period. 

Dr. BUCHLER, in proposing a vote of thanks to Prof. Petrie and the 
Chairman, paid a tribute to the memory of Mr. Arthur Davis, who, he 
said, belonged toa rare type of non-professional scholar. It was note- 
worthy that the greatest works on the Hebrew accents had been written 
in Eagland, bat Mr. Davis was espocially distinguished for his woaderful 
understanding of the piyutim, which he had passed on as a sacred 
heritage to his daughter. He submitted various questions to Prof. Petrie, 
to whom he expressed the gratitude of the audience. 

Mr. ISRAEL ZANGWILL, in seconding the vote, said that Sir Philip 
Sassoon had been rightly described as a “mystery man.” In current 
literature he was regarded as the Chief of the Elders of Zion, 
but he had revealed himself as a modest, amiable, and charming 
young man. They had proved that for those lectures they 
did not choose “dug-outs,” but sometimes. as in that instance, 
they selected diggers-out. (Laughter.) Prof. Petrie was the leading 
authority on Egypt and Israel, so far as it was connected with 
Egypt. Sir Herbert Samuel, when he was last in Egypt, had seen an 
inscription of Menepthahb, in which he said, “ Israel is wasted and his 
seed come to nothing.” That large assembiy showed how egregiously 
Menepthah erred. (Laughter.) Someone had suggested that Israel 
never went to Egypt, but when he read about the leeks and the fish, he 
knew the story was authentic. (Laughter.) Prof. Petrie had referred to 
the peoples that contribated nothing to humanity. The Jews were one 
of the greatest creative forces in the wor!¢, and unless they wanted to go 
on asserting their ethical genius there would be no wish for their 
revival. That was the true Zionism. 

Prot. PETRIE briefly acknowledged the vote. Sir PHILIP Sassoon, 
who also replied, said that he had seldom listened to anything more 
enthralling, and he hoped tocome again to meetings of the Society.

A meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association was held on 
Sunday at the Great Western Hotel. There were present :

Dr. H. Gollancz, Sir Edward Stern, Miss Nettie Adler, L.C.C., 4.P., Dr. Israel 
Abrahams, Messrs. M. Albury (Representative of the Birmingham Branch) Frank 
D. Benjamin, Barry Cohen, Joseph Cowen, ©. Fox (President of the Cambridge 
Branch), Louis P. Jacobs, Maurice Jacobs, M.A., Harry Kahn, Sidney J. 
Kempner, E. Royalton Kisch, M.C., H. M. Kisch, C.S.1. (President of the Bristol 
Branch), Harry K. Lewis, M. G. Liverman, Lionel Lowy, J. B. Magnus, Edward 
Michaelis (Representative of the Melbourne Branch), Leonard G. Montefiore, O.B. E., 
J. Prag, J.P., C. 8S. Rubens (Representative of the Cambridge Branch), Selim 
Samuel, Oswald John Simon, M. A. Spielman, Leonard Stein, A. Tarlo. 

Votes condolence were passed to Mr. H. 8S. Q. Henriques on the 
death of his wife, to Mr. E. 8. Kadoorie on the death of his brother, and 
to Mrs. d’Avigdor Goldsmid (wife of the President), on the death of her 
mother in Paris. 

References to the death of Mr. D. L. Alexander, K.C., a Vice-President 
of the Association, are reported in another column. 

Mr. Leonard G. Montefiore O.B.E., was elected a representative 
on the Joint Foreign Committee in place of Mr. H. 8. Q Henriques. The 
following were elected to represent the Association at the Deputies: Mrs. 

S. Franklin, Messrs. E. N. Adler, M.A., O. E. d’Avigdor Goldsamid, 
Leonard G. Montefiore, O.B.E., Leonard Stein, Louis P. Jacobs, H. R. 
Lewis, and Lionel Lowy. 

The CHAIRMAN referred to the bequest of the late Sir Ellis Kadoorie 
to the Association and moved a resolution accepting the bequest with 
gratitude, and requesting Mr. E. 8. Kadoorie, one of the executors, to 
represent the Association and protect its interest in regard to the bequest. 

Mr. HARRY R. LEWIS stated that the Association had been nominated 
as an executor, but there were difficultiesin the way of the Association 
so acting, and they had been compelled to decline. Some time must 
elapse before the Association was likely to receive the legacy. 

Mr. JOSEPH PRAG, on behalf of the Executive Committee, moved 
an increase of the annual subvention of £200 to the Bombay School to 
£300, He expressed satisfaction at the appointment of Miss R. Reuben, 
B.A., as Headmistress. He stated that Miss Reuben had studied in this 
country, and was a great friend and protégée of Mr. Montefiore and the late 
Mr. Hermano Landau. | , 

Dr. ISRAEL ABRAHAMS said that Miss Reuben had studied for the 
Teachers’ Diploma at Cambridge, and it was impossible to exaggerate the 
impression she had made at the University. Miss Reuben came from a 
remarkable B’nei Israel family, which had made great sacrifices for 
education. Miss Reuben had done very brilliantly in her examination, 
coming out top of the whole country, She was a woman of remarkable 
character, and dressed in native costume, explaining that she was not 
going to pretend to be anything but a B’nei Israel. She came to him for 
instruction in Hebrew, and he found that her Hebrew knowledge was far 
in advance of that required for first-class honours in the Semitic Tripos. 
She learned French in two months. Her one ambition was to do what 
she could for her community, and the Association had never done a 
better day's work than when it appointed Miss Reuben. 

Mr. CHARLES FOX, who had been one of Miss Reuben’s examiners, 
associated himself with all that Dr. Abrahams had said. 

The increased grant was approved. 

The CHAIRMAN moved the grant of a pension to Mrs. Corcos, late 
Headmistress of the Mogador Girls’ School, which was now-closed. He 
paid a tribute to the excellent work and fine influence of Mrs. Corcos. 

Miss NETTIE ADLER, L.C.C., J.P., supported the motion on behalf of 
the Ladies’ Committee, and said that Mrs. Corcos had given a great deal 
to the schoo!, and should be treated as generously as possible. 

The motion was carried. 

The tea and Palestine. 

Mr. JOSEPH COWEN, moved the following resolution : 

That it be an instruction to the representative of the A.J.A. at the Jewish 
Colonisation Association, to call the attention of the Council of the latter Body 
to the development of Palestine, and to urge upon it the advisability of taking as 
large a share as possible in such developments. 

He said that in moving this resolution he was influenced by the fact 
that at the las; meeting, the President, in speaking of the work of the Ica, 
stated that they were looking for new fields, and mentioned Pero, Bolivia, 
and Chile. It struck him that at the present moment, when the A.J.A. 
and the Ica must be more or less aware of what was going on in regard to 
Palestine, it was strange they should cast their eyes on these exotic 
parts of the the world, and ignore Palestine. The Ica did comparatively 
very little in Palestine, though it had recently agreed to assist in the 
establishment of a Mortgage Bank. In view of the position which the 


A.J.A. occupied in Palestine and the relations of Palestine to England, he - 


thought that they should express their wish and desire that the Ica 
should take a larger share in Palestinian development. 

Mr. LEONARD STEIN, in seconding the motion, said that he quite 
understood that they could not tie their representative hand and foot, and 
must allow him a large measure of latitude, but it was only legitimate 
and rignt that they should request their representative to call the attention 
of his colleagues to a matterof thiskind. This resolution was not worded 
in extravagant language. It was no reflection on the Ica whatever, and 
there was no suggestion that the Ica was not already doing useful work. 
Mr. Cowen had reminded them that the Ica had considered the invest- 
ment of £20,000 in a co-operative credits institution, but he thought 
that the Association should apply its mind a little more closely and 
sympathetically to Palestine than it was doing now. Mr. E. N. 
Adier bad said that had Baron de Hirsch not feared that Palestine 
would one day be Rassian, he would have devoted a considerable portion 
of his fortune to the colonisation of that country. He quoted from the 
report of the Association to show that in thirty years by the expenditure 
of huge sums the Ica had settled only 30,000 Jews on the land ia other 
parts of the world, but emigration to those countries was now a matter 
of increasing difficulty. Palestine was the only country where it might 
be said that these difficuities did not exist, and there were far greater 
prospects of the immediate absorption of Jewish emigrants in Paiestine 
than io any other couatry. Moreover, there was this difference in regard 
to the Jewish future. In the other countries these 30,000 colonists had 
done nothing except exist. They had made no sort of contribation to 
the common Jewish stock. No one thought that from the Argentine was 
going forth the law, or that the law woud ever go forth from Brazil, but 
all were agreed that from Palestine a substantial contribution would be 
made to the solution of the Jewish probiem. Something permanent and 
euduring was being created there. Jewish colonists in other parts of the 


world had no sort of fatare from the Jewish point of view. In Palestine, 
however, Jewish colonisation had a future.

In addition, 
they were met with appeals from all sorts of bodies for increased 
support in order to repair the ravages and destruction of the war. 
Despite that fact the Council were contemplating spending in Pales. 
tine about six times as mach as they spent in 1920. At present the 
activities of the I’a in Palestine included schools, colonies, and land. 
banks. That was quite apart from the money which it was supposed to 
devote to the co-operative bank. Mr. Cowen’s resolution was not rea!)y 
needed. He did not share his views that in Palestine it would be 
possible to deal with a large Jewish immigration. Mr. Stein had sai 
that there were difficulties in other countries, but that in Palestine 
Jewish immigrants were welcome. He thought that was too optimistic. 
The difficulties were nearly as acute in Palestine as they were in the 
United States. He did not think the immigrants were exactly welcomed 
by the native population. Moreover, immigration was a very costly 
business. Mr. Amery estimated that it cost £900 to settle a family in 
Australia. In Palestine the cost was £1,100. In Argentine it was £600, 
80 that emigration was possible only tor the favoured few. The Ica’s 
resources were very much reduced, and if they did not spend a penn 
outside Europe they would still tonch only the fringe of the problems 
with which they had to deal. He firmly believed that if they were to 
tackle the Russo-Jewish problem they could only tackle it In the country 
where the bulk of the people lived, and for every pound they spent in 
Grodno or Bialystock they would do as much as, or possibly more than, 
with much larger sums spent in building a harbour at Jaffa or colonising 
the sand-dunes in Palestine. He would regret to see the Ica embarking 
on any of the vast schemes which were sometimes brought forth trom 
Great Russell Street. 

Mr. C. S. RuBeENS said that to-day Palestine was the chief Jewish 
asylum. The objects of the Ica did not preclude work in Palestine, and 
such work would be more in accordance with the spirit of its founder 
than much of the other work which they undertook. 

Mr. H. M. Kiscu, C.8.1., moved the following amendment: 

That the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association recognise what the Ica 
has already done towards the development of Palestine and request their 
representative, whenever he finds it practicable and expedient, to urge upon the 
Council of the Ica to recognise the advisability of taking as large a share as 
possible in such development. 

He expressed the hope that this amendment would command the genera! 
assent of the Council. 

Rabbi Dr. H. GOLLANCZ seconded the amendment. 7 

Mr. JosePH PRAG said that the Ica had done a large amount of 
practical work in Palestine, until Dr. Herzl, with his "Judenstaat ” drove 
them from that work. Palestine cou!d accommodate only one or two 


could be settled. There would still be ten to twelve million Jews living 
outside, and they had to consider the position of those Jews outside 
Palestine. They had never had from the Zionists an explanation of 
what their policy was. 

Mr. JOSEPH CoWEN said that he had not introduced the question of 
Zionism. 

The CHAIRMAN said that Mr. Prag was travelling a little wide of the 
motion. 

Mr. PrRAG said that they had conflicting policies from Dr. Weizmann 
and Mr. Sokolow. The latter was at the head of an organisation which 
sought to impose extra-territorial nationality on all the Jews of the 
world. 

Mr. COWEN: This is an awful red-herring! (Laughter.) 

The CHAIRMAN said that if he had not been in the Chair he would 
have liked to take part in a Palestinian debate as an unofficial 
member of the Council. Being in the Chair, he would only say a very few 
words, and he thought it only right and fair to say that the sympathies of 
the President were in favour of the expenditure of money on the develop. 
ment of Palestine, and he was more favourably inclined thereto than the 
late President. (Laughter.) Mr. Rabens had referred to the spirit of the 
Ica foundation. They could not go into what might or might not have 
been the the intentions of the pious founder. He changed his opinion 
from year to year and from week to week. The ica had to administer 
the trust as they found it. It was not correct to say that the Ica were 
free to spend their millions as they liked. They had to keep within 
the powers entrusted to the association. Originally they were precluded 
from doing any work in Asia, and had had to seek the approval of the 
Courts before doing any work at all in Palestine. Therefore the spirit of 
the original foundation could hardly be said to point to Palestine. lt 
pointed to the West rather than to the East. Mr. Stein, in his most 
admirable, eloquent and persuasive speech, was perfectly right in saying 
that conditions had changed, and perfectly reasonable in urging that they 
should spend money on Palestine now if it were helpful. The amount of 
money was governed by the fact that most of the Ica’s resources were 
earmarked, and could not be applied to any fresh purposes. He was not 
prepared to say that from America would not go forth the law. Much 
law had already gone forth from America, and he thought that the hope 
of Judaism lay in the teachings which might come from America. He 
asked the Council to consider the condition of affairs at the present time. 
Emigration must be very limited, and the state of affairs was appalling. 
He favoured the spending of money in the countries where the peop'e 
resided. The need was very great. and one could not help feeling that @ 
very much larger amount of money must be spent there, and not given 
the favoured few who could escape either to the East or to tho West. 
They must consider the material conditions of these people. 

Mr. COWEN said that Mr. Kisch had modified his amendment in a form 
which he was prepared to accept. He thought the President was wrong 
in urging that they should go on spending money on the countries of 
Eastern Europe. He believed that they would be throwing their money 
into a bottomless pit. They would be merely bolstering up the countries 
of oppression. He was very glad to hear that the Ica this year would b: 
spending six times as much on Palestine as it did last year. He urge 
them to bear in mind that there were a very large number of Jews who 
had a tremendous longing for Palestine. 

The resolution was flually adopted in the following modified form. 
with Mr. Oswald John Simon as the only dissentient :—

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Over-Spiritualising Religion. 


“THE LONGER ROAD.” 


Preaching at the Higher Broughton (Manchester) Syn ue recently, 

the Rev. J. Kabbinowitz, B.A., observed: It is Pipe rr to over. 

spiritualise religion. Over-spiritualise religion, make of it an instrument 
of the mind instead of the heart, and at the slightest obstacle it will 
experience a set-back. The Greeks taught the holiness of beauty, and in 
the end their teaching was neither holy nor beautiful. Christianity arose 
from the desire of its founder to destroy ceremonial and to spiritualise 
instead the religious idea, but he failed. And, in spite of his denuncia 

tion of the ceremonialist, the Pharisee and the formalist, his disciples 
re-introduced sign and symbol, and Obristianity to-day is as far 
removed from the Christianity of the Nazareno as this century from 
the century in which he was born. “Liberal” Judaism, too, has 
under estimated the strength of ceremony and ritual, and has over. 
stressed the spirituality of religion. Has it succeeded”? You have 
only to glance at the history of the “Liberal” Movement in Judaism 
to become convinced of its disappointing failure. As there was no short 
road from Egypt to Canaan for the Israelites, so there is no short road to 
the Jewish goal. To be a Jew you must travel by the longer road, every 
stage of which is marked by duty, by sacrifice, by self-denial, by effort, 
snd by tenacity. To be a Jew you must be ready to face a very sea of 
troubles, though the enemy at your back may be menacing you. To bea 
Jew you must train yourself to be uplifted by ceremonial, to be edified by 
the observance of Sabbath and festival, and to be exalted by religious 
Aevotion. This may be the longer road for Jewish endeavour and Jewish 
hope but in the end it is the shortest and the surest. 


DEAN INGE ON “THE JEWS.” 


MR. BELLOC’S BOOK. 
A SCATHING CRITICISM. 


To the venting Standard of yesterday week, Dean Inge contributed 
an interesting article on “the Jews.” The text of the article is Mr. 
Hilaire Belioc’s book on the subject. 


Above all other nations (says Dean Inge) we English accept a 
man for what he is wortb, and do not penalise him because he is an 
immigrant. The result, no doubt, is that the English are the only 
really downtrodden race in Europe. We have a Welsh Prime 
Minister, two Scotch archbishops, and any number of Jews, Scots, 
and Irish in prominent places. But by so doing weare better served. 
ind we have enriched our stock by blending it with desirable 
foreigaers of all sorts. | 

How many of our best families are descended from French 
iluguenots, and how many other Frenchmen, like Mr. Belloc himself. 
nave been welcomed in England, much to our advantage ' Similarly, 
. ‘arge pumber of our most distinguished men and women are partly 
Jewish by descent. Mr. Belloc himself mentions the Arnold family, 
\tobert Browning, and General Booth of the Salvation Army. What 
posstoas good could there be in telling such people that they are 
‘aliens 
After referring to the fact that Catholics have been far more trouble. 

some citizens than the Jews, the Dean deals with the alleged “ radical 
Jiferences” between British Jews and their Gentile fellow-countrymen | 


Are the Jews (he asks) really so radically different from our 
selves’ Ihave known many, and I cannot see it. They have, on 
the whole, a rather high level of intelligence, and, as Mr. Belloc says, 
more concentration than most English people. If the Jew wants to 
be a rich map, he is apt to be keener about his business than a 
Gentile; but if he bas no ambition tomake money, and chooses to be 
« philosopher, or a musician, he will often show a noble indifference 
to filthy lucre, like Spinoza. This Mr. Belloc admits, 

Even this concentration is by no means characteristic of ali Jews. 
it is not their fault that they have been excluded from agriculture 
and similar pursuits. Few things in the Old Testament are mor: 
interesting than the evident determination of their law-givers to keep 
the Israelites on the land, if possibile. They were not to forget the 
time before they settled in Canaan, when they wandered with their 
flocks and herds. It was not by their own choice that they were 
un pounded in Ghettos. or driven to money-lending. 

There is a curious passage in Mr. Belloc’s book in which he com. 
plains of the sense of superiority which, he says, the Jews are 
unable to conceal. “On his side,” he adds, “the Jew mustrecognise, 
however unpalatable to him the recognition may be, that those 
among whom he is living regard him as something much less than 
themselves.” I venture to doubt whether any Englishman, meeting 
a Jew in society, ever dreams of asking himself whether his 
neighbour belongs to a superior or to an inferior race. The question 
would seem to most of us quite absurd. We judge people by their 
personal qualities, not by their nationality. 


Dean Inge then proceds to discuss the ‘‘Jew-Bolshevik '’ lie. 

1 confess, (he says) that I have been sceptical about the accusation 
that “ Bolshevism is a Jewish movement,’ on the ground that the 
Jew is the last person in the world who would wish to see private 
property abolished. But Mr. Belloc shows that though the Jewish 
millionaires are very much in evidence, there are not many of them, and 
that the race as a whole is extremely poor. . . Any international 
movement, whether capitalistic or communistic, is sure to utilise 
Jewish brains and Jewish cosmopolitanism, and it is in no way 
surprising that the rascally Jew Braunstein, who disguises himself 
as Troteky, should be one of the Ked leaders. Nor is there anything 
unlikely in the story that Jews took an active part in the horrible 
murder of the Russian Royal Family. 

But if the Jews are more deeply concerned in Bolshevism than 
these admissions imply, I am disposed to trace their action ina 
rather different direction from Mr. Belloc. We must remember that 
the Russian Revolution was toa large extent madein Germany. .. . 
Is it probable that the German Government, in hatching this plot, 
made great use of German and Russian Jews? It seems to melikely, 
for the following reason + German industrial capital is mainly Jewish, 
Russian industrial capital (what there was of it) was mainly Russian. 


The author ends his article on a higher note. 


It seems inconsistent (he concludes), after annexing the sacred 
books of the Hebrews and using them every day in our devotions, to 
cherish a dislike against the race which produced them. 

Above all, race-consciousness isa rather silly thing. The sensible 
man takes his neighbours as he finds them, and is not too ready to 
believe in dark conspiracies.

SOME RECIPES FOR OLD 


POTATOES. 


OLD potatoes are by no means at their best now, but the following 
recipes will prove useful until the new potatoes become more plentiful 
and less expensive. 

; Stewed Potatoes. 


Four large potatoes 

One small onion 

Vedetable butter, 3 or. 

Chopped parsiey, | tablespoon! 
reasoning 


VEEL the potatoes and cut up into small cubes, chop the onion finely. 
Melt the butter in a frying pan and fry the onion a golden brown. Place 
the potatoes in a saucepan, pour over the butter and onion, add halfa 
teacup of hot water, season carefully, and stew very gently until the 
potatoes are soft. Turn into a hot dish and sprinkle with parsley. 


Mid-Season Potatoes. 
Potat lips 


Vegetable marcarine, 3 of 
alt. 


CHOOSE small potatoes, as near the same size as possible 
and cut them into slices about an eighth of an inch thick. 

Take a shallow, fire-proof dish and grease it well. Arrange the slices 
of potatoes in circles round the bottom of the dish, allowing each piece to 
Overlap the previous one. Sprinkle the potatoes with salt and oiled 
margirine and continue thase layers until the dish is fall. Put plenty 
of margarine on top. Cover the dish and cook in a hot oven for about an 
hour to an hour anda quarter. Serve in a hot vegetable dish or the dish 
in which they are cooked.

For THE BATTER.—Siflt 2 oz. of flour into a basia, stir in the yo'k of 
an egg, one tablespoonful of salad oil, and a quarter of a pint of cold 
water.

“ Anglo-Jewry at Odds.” 


STRIKING ARTICLE BY DR. EPSTEIN. 
The American Hebrew printed in a recent issue an interesting article 
entitled “ Anglo-Jewry at O.Jds,” from the pen of Dr. M. Epstein. It was 
reproduced in yesterday's /ewish World, and it deals with the situation that 
has arisen in the community in consequence of the division of opinion 
that has occurred in connection with the War Memorial proposals 
for the future of Jews’ College. The Jewish World, in referring 
to Dr. Epstein’s article, declares that the manner in which 
he has put the case “is prejaliced if not one-sided.

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The High Commissioner's Visit. 
SIR HERBERT SAMUEL IN LONDON. 


Sir Herbert Samuel, accompanied by Lady Samuel and his son, Mr. 
Godfrey Samuel, arrived at Victoria at a quarter past four on Monday 
afternoon. Among those on the platform to meet him were Sir Stuart 
M. Samuel, Bart., Mr. Philip Samuel, Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Franklin and 
Miss Ruth Franklin, Haham Dr. M. Gaster and Mrs. Gaster, Miss Jane 
Joseph and Mr. Edward Joseph (niece and nephew of Lady Samuel), and 
Major Hubert Young, who represented the Colonial Office. 

Sir Herbert's health is not yet completely restored, and he will 
undergo rigorous treatment at the hands of London specialists during 
his stay in this country. He intends to hold conversations with the 
Colonial Office, the heads of the Zionist Organisation, and others, including, 
possibly, the Arab Palestine Delegation.

‘By our East End Correspondent. | 


Sir Herbert Samuel's visit to London is heartily welcomed in the 
East End. For though great exception was taken to the policy he adopted 
after the disturbances in May last year—the first anniversary of the 
victims, particularly of Chaim Brenner, the distinguished Hebrew writer, 
was observed in certain circles this week—the High Commissioner still 
commands the respect and admiration of the Jewish public. His suspension 
of Jewish immigration into Palestine is still regarded as a great blunder, 
the effect of which on Jewry is incalculable. But, on the other hand, it 
is realised that it was prompted by the best of motives. Then, again, 
there is a strong feeling that it is unfair to blame Sir Herbert Samuel, 
seeing that Jewry as a whole has done so little to strengthen the Jewish 
position in Palestine, and in that way encourage the High Commissioner 
to adopt a bolder policy. The Zionists have done their utmost in the way 
of developing the country, but the wealthier Jews, particularly so 
the Jews in Engiand have, with very few creditable exceptions, 
continued to withhold their support, and have not answered to the 
repeated call of the High Commissioner to Anglo-Jewry to come forward 
with their financial assistance. In the circumstances it is among the 
Jewish masses, both here and abroad, that Sir Herbert bad an uphill task 
which, on the whole, he discharged in a most heroic manner, not, as it 
appears, without effect upon his health. 

Regarded as he is as one of the ablest and noblest of Jews of the 
present generation, it need scarcely be said that concern is felt every- 
where about his health. The rumours that were current that he was 
not to return to Palestine had caused the deepest dismay, and it was 
a great relief when it was learnt that the statement was without 
foundation. There might have been some harsh criticism of his policy, 
but that he was always actuated by the highest of principles the most 
ruthless of his critics had never doubted. Indeed, there are few living 
Jews who command esteem, confidence, and even affection among the 
Jewish masses as does the High Commissioner of Palestine.

SENATE PASSES FAVOURABLE RESOLUTION.

According to a Jerusalem correspondent when the question was 
raised, Toukan Bey stated that after reading the Ordinance, it appeared 
to him that the British intended to establish British administration in 
Palestine. He declared that the constitution of the gendarmerie. Was

contrary to the declarations of Sir Herbert Samuel and the Colonial Office 
that Palestine would be allowed a big share in its own administration. 
He foresaw that the institution of British gendarmerie was likely to lead 
to misunderstandings and perhaps to worse. When told that considera. 
tion was being given to the question whether Palestine was able toafford 
to support the cost of British g. ndarmerie, he prophesied that Palestinian« 
would be unwilling to pay taxes for this. 

Sir Wyndham Deedes, replying, said that such a force would be 
mainly usefal as contributing to the efficiency of the Palestine gendarmer ic. 
The British gendarmerie was a semi-military force designed to replace 
units of the garrison for the maintenance of public security. Palestinian 
members admitted the necessity for the maintenance of public order, 
but preferred an increase in the establishment of local forces to foreign 


intervention. 
GENDARME DEPORTED. 


The Alexandria correspondent of the Morning Post telegraphed on tho 
same date: A member of the Palestine gendarmerie who was discovered 
to be in possession of bombs arrived to-day in Alexandria for deportation. 

CONDITIONS OF SERVICE. 


In the House of Commons, Sir J. Norton Griffiths asked the Colonial 
Secretary if the conditions of service in the Palestine gendarmerie would 
be published. Mr. Wood, in reply, said that the expense of publication 
hardly seemed justified, but that members could be supplied with copies 
of the agreement if they so Cesired.

THE “NEW VIEW. 


Under this heading a week or two ago, the Jewish Chronicle suggested 
that a way out of the Arab difficulty in Palestine would be to form the 
country into an Arab-Jewish confederation, part of the country beiny 
allocated to Jews and the remainder to the Arab3, says tlie Jewish World. 
The proposal runs very much upon the lines whereby Lord Durham 
settled the racial dificulty that almost wrecked Canada. It is a proposal 
that ought to be very carefully explored, both in the interests of Arabs 
and of Jews, as well as in the interests of the future of Palestine. 
The New Statesman in its last issue expressed its sympathy with the 
suggestion : 

We are interested to see the proposal now being put forward in 
certain Jewish circles (says our contemporary), that there should be 

a re-organisation of the country on “ confederation ” lines, part being 

allocated to the Jews and part to the Arabs. This would not imply 

frontiers which could not be passed by one or the other; it would 
mean simply the dominance—and the acknowledged dominance —of 
each people in its own territory, both, of course, being federated 
under the British administration. It is a plan which might have 
advantages from the Zionist point of view; but it seems hardly likely 
to commend itself to the Arabs, who are in the majority all over the 
country and intend to remain so. 
We doubt not our contemporary is right about the less thinking portion 
of the Arabs —the agitators. But when the Arab people as a whole come 
to examine the proposal, they will see how a true Jewish Nationa! Home 
inhabited (at least as to a majority) by Jews, and under Jewish control 
subject to British rule, would be of the utmost value to their own well- 
being.—Jewish World.

New Zionist Bank. 

The Vienna correspondent of the Morning Post, in a communication 
dated last Friday, states:—The Austrian Finance Ministry has granted 
the Vice-President of the Zionist Commercial Committee, Dr. Schalit, a 
concession for the formation of a Zionist bank, called the Orient Bank, 
with a capital of 25,000,000 crowns. This bank is to centralise the 


economic operations of the Zionists as proposed at the Zionist Congress 
at Carisbad. 


Canon Buchanan on Palestine. 


Canon George Buchanan, Vicar of Holy Trinity, who has recently 
returned from a tour in the Holy Land, lectured on “ Palestine, Past and 


Present,” at the Royal Institution, Hull, on Tuesday week. The Lord 
Mayor of Hull presided. 


Dealing with the problems that have arisen since the British occupa- 
tion, the Canon said: 


The Turk has gone and the British have come. With the Turk has gone tlie 
traditional inertia that hindered all progress; with the British comes the desire 
to develop fully and freely all the possibilities of the land. ‘But here is the first 
difficulty, the Balfour Declaration. Rightly or wrongly, the Arab is convinced 
that the British are pro-Zionist, and even ready to help the Jew at the expense 
of the Arab. The Balfour Declaration must be adhered to whatever the diffi- 
cuity. Bat, as Lord Northeliffe said (and his word was timely), it must be inter- 
preted in keeping with current facts. 

his is what some over-zealous Zionists forget, and some have made state- 
ments which have seriously irritated the Arabs. Between them, the British 
Government officials have a very difficult task, and it is useless to hide the fact 
that Lritish prestige has lowered seriously in the last two years. The Arabs 
think them pro-Jew, the Jews think them lukewarm, and the fear is that the 
foriner, in despair, may take the law into their own hands with bloodshed as the 
result. Calmly regarded, it would seem as if the Zionists have a good case. As 
regards the racial question, their claim to the country is better than any of the 
yo ah as regards the economic problems, the Jews have ready made a good 
start. 

We are up against the diverse standards of culture and activity of Arab and 
Jew. The overwhe!ming majority of the population are Arab—some 500,000 out 
of 709,000. Immigration of Jews will restore the balance, but immigration of 
the wrong type of Jews will precipitate a crisis. Indeed, a Commission, as Lord 
Northcliffe says, is essential. Unity is the supreme need. Without this the 
Situation is hopeless, with it the possibilities are immense.

Mr. E. Keith-Roach, First Assistant Civil Secretary. of the Palestine

by the Military Governor for the purpose of protecting the antiquities 
and iocreasing the amenitics of Jerusalem and the surrounding district, 
and of giving encouragement to arts, handicrafts, and industries in con- 
souance with its general objects. The value of the Society's work was 
recognised in 1920 by the grant of a Charter uuder the Civil Administra- 
tion, and the Administration now contributes pound for pound of the dues 
paid by the members, who are drawn from practically all parts of the 
world. Among the undertakings which the Society has already accom- 
plished are the reconstruction of the Suk Kattanin, one of the finest 
medieval bazaars in the East; the clearing of the Citadel of Jerusalem 
and the city walis; the repair of the dome of the rock, and the creation 
of a park and garden system. ‘The Hebron glass industry and the 
Jerusalem looms have also been established—the latter with the aid of 
the American Red Cross—and many exhibitions have been organised 
with the object of stimulating local arts and crafts.

Ought’ Jews to Tax Themselves? 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—I have read in the /imes statements made by Miss Hanna) 
Cohen in regard to the future political status of Palestine. Miss Cohen 
writes inicr alia: “Let the Jews be as Jewish’as they like; let them 
talk Hebrew, found universities and celebrate the Passover: let them 
make of Palestine, if they can, a model State, the cynosure of the world. 
They can do it only under the wgis of the British Fleet, and they must 
learn to do it as loyal citizens of the British Empire.” In another 
passage, Miss Cohen, referring to a generation hence, speaks of Jews 
“ wholly loyal to England.” 

Sir, 1am a plain man in the street, and therefore seek enlightenment 
on a vital question, so far as we Jews are concerned. is Palestine 
eventually to become a Jewish Commonwealth, or is it to be a British 
Colony? In the first-mentioned contingency, I, as a Jew. am willing tc 
contribute te the Keren Hayesod, the fund for the foundation of a Jewish 
Palestine , in the latter contingency, | consider that 1 am sufficiently 
taxed for the purpose of maintainip, the British Empire, and am not dis- 
posed to impose on myself, through the Keren Hayesod, an additional 
tax, voluntary though it be, for the upkeep of one of the British colonies.

YIDDISH TALES. 


RECITATION BY MR, MICHAEL SHERBROOKE. 


At the University of London Club last Sunday, Mr. Michael sher- 
brovke read to the Maccabwans a selection of Yiddish Jales by great 
Yiddish Writers. Lord Rothschild, the President, was in the chair. The 
programme comprised tales by Shalom Aleichem. Peretz, and Braudes, 
in Miss Helena I’rank’s translations. 

Mr. Sherbrooke's style is perhaps less eminently suited to the render- 
ing of narrative tales than to their theatrical presentation. Lis action 
tended to become somewhat too dramatic, thus rather interrupting the 
sequence of the story; and this was the more unfortunate since the 
tales were, for the most part, remarkable rather for their wit and humou: 
than for their dramatic form. They were fragments, character studies 
and were hardly artistically complete enough to justify the dramatic 
intensity with which Mr. Sherbrooke appeared to be “working up § 4a 
climax, that, in the majority of cases, did not materialise. 

The two most effective recitals were Peretz's “Bontze Silent and 
Shalom Aleichem’s “ Gymouasie.’’ The latter, an extremely amusin; 
study ofa harassed and henpecked busband, whose son is perpetuaily 
foiled in his attempts to enter a “ Gymnasie’’ by the “ percentage norm ~ 
was a triumph for the elocutionist rather than for the author. in 
 Bontze however, honours were divided between the two. 
more serious vein than the rest of the programme, its pathos, followed by 
a period of dramatic intensity, and culminating in a climax of homely an! 
pathetic humour, was splendidly conveyed by Mr. Sherbrooke. It was 6 
fine piece of sustained acting, rather than elocution, and it threw nosma!! 
light on the Jewish question. 

Bontze Schweig was one of those who “ lived quietly and died juwtly.’ 
His death, equally with his life, was unnoticed here below. But io 
Heaven he is received as one of the princesof the earth. Bontze is taker 
before the Heavenly Court, and the Advocate recounts his life. bontc 
has kept silence. His mother has died, he has been il!-treated by a crue! 
step-mother, bullied and turned into the street by his drunken fathe: 
beaten, harassed, swindled by all with whom he came into contact. 
Through it all, he bas kept silence. He has reproached neither God po: 
man. Even when knocked down and run over by the carriage of the 
man whose life he had saved, even when in his death agonies in the 
hospital, still Bontze Schweig has kept silence. The accuser stan 
forth, but all that he can find to sayis: “Gentlemen, he has kept silence | 
I will do likewise.” Then the Presiding Judge greets Bontze. The 
Heavenly Court will not judge him. All that is in Heaven is bis; he may 
choose whatever he will. At first Béntze Schweig cannot believe in bi= 
good fortune; then he lifts his eyes, and in faltering tones murmurs: © ! 
should like half a roll with fresh butter for my breakfast every morning.’ 

Bontze is the ideal of Ghetto Jewry. He typifies patience unde: 
oppression, and long-suffering under ill-treatment. How far the story '* 
ethically sound or practically beneficial is, however, a debatable point. 
The trend of modern Jewry is towards progress and away from the 
Ghetto mentality. There is a point at which silence under oppression 
ceases to be a virtue, and from the angle of vision of modern Jewry 
Bontze Schweig would appear to have passed that point. Nevertheless, 
whatever may be thought of the ultimate value of the idea conveyed ip 
Peretz’s tale, Mr. Sherbrooke, in his recital of it, has{produced a characte? 
study intense in ite pathos and moving in its beauty.

SOME FINE JEWISH WORK. 


MR. ARNO STERN'S EXHIBITION. 


Mr. Arno Stern (of Rome), an exhibition of whose works waa opened 
by Mr. Leopold Pilichowski at the Mendelson Galleries, 3-5 Cavendish 
Place, Regent Street, on Wednesday, is a Jewish artist for whom 


a brilliant future may be predicted. He was born at Lodz, and received 
his early education in the seclusion of the Yeshiboth. Craving a wider 
scope for his activities he began to write, and while still a lad came under 
the notice of Peretz, the famous Yiddish littGrateur, whom he served as 
secretary for over two years. During this period he turned bis attention 
to sketching, and submitted some of his drawings to Mr. Pilichowski 
who happened to be on a visit to Lodz. The latter recognised bis 
talent, and arranged for him to proceed to Paris for training. Here he 
became a pupil of Prof. Desirée Lucas and readily acquired a mastery of 
his craft. He has exhibited in Paris, Geneva, Montreux, Zurich, and 
Rome, where he is now domiciled. This is his first visit to London. 
The principal feature of Mr. Stern's black and white work is the 
application of modern art methods to older forms without any of the 
crotesque results that mar so much of what passes for modern “art.” 
Only a very keen sense of anatomical values could achieve the effects 
which Mr. Stern contrives to produce with very striking power. Particu. 
larly arresting is his portrait of Peretz, the eyes being especially haunt- 
ing. Another striking portrait is that of “Shalom Aleichem.” A very 
interesting series of studies shows Mr. Stern's uncanny power of appre. 
clating form with a remarkable economy of line. Two Jewish pictures 
of outstanding quality figure among the oll paintings. One is entitled 
Oneg Shabbat.” It depicts an elderly Jew stadying at a table at which 
his two daughters are also seated. A very clever contrast of expression 
is introduced into the features of the two female figures. (One listens 
with obvious appreciation to the father's discourse ; the other is dreaming 
of another world and obviously has outgrown the old-fashioned pleasures 
that make the Sabbath a delight for her simple kinsfolk. The 
colouring is admirable, and it is to be hoped that the canvas will finda 
settiog in suitab'g Jewish surroundings. The other picture represents a 
Jewish moysper An old Jew who has been bereaved of his lifelong 
companion s#&s upon the floor arrayed in his 7alith , his Prayer-Book has 
slipped from his hand, and he gazes into vacancy overwhelmed by tho 
biow that has befallen him. Mr. Stern has essaved a daring treatment 
of light and shade, and the canvas in its simple poignancy bas an almost 
oppressive effect on the spectator, who will be gad to turn for relief to 
the ga yer landscapes that surround the room. In these Mr. Stern shows 
that while Jewish life may be fall of tragedy, Nature is full of sunshine, 
and one can almost hear the laughter of the rippling waters of Venice, or 
the creeks of Bieily. which he depicts with unerring technique anda 
wonderful sense of colour. Perhaps the most decorative picture in the 
exhibition is entitled “ Lady Nini,” a study of a Japanese maiden framed 
in a bright umbrella, with all the sumushine and poetry of Japan in the 
background. Another gem which illustrates Mr. Stern's virtuosity is 
ontitied “The Cellist,” and is full of movement, 
It is to be hoped that the exhibition, which will remain open till the 
ond of May, will be well patronised, and that every encouragemert wil! 
be given to a new star on the Jewish artistic horizon.

ANNUAL MEETING OF GOVERNORS. 


The Annual Meeting of Governors of the Queen's Hospital for 
Children, was held last Wednesday. H.R.H. Tue DUKr OF YORK, the 
President, was in the chair. 

The PRESIDENT said that two points were out-standing features Of the 
past year’s work. The first was that the lack of sufficient accommodation 
was more evident than ever. While they regretted that lack of funds did 


‘not allow them to proceed with the larger building scheme they had 


contemplated, they had fortunately been able to carry out their minor 
scheme of enlargement, which dealt with out-patient department, and 
the older part of the other building. The second point was the 
marked increase in parents’ contributions in the form of payments for 
in-patients. These payments were voluntary, and in the present difficult 
circumstances, the increase was truly wonderful, and called for 
admiration and sympathy. They were all following with intense interest 
the combined appeal for the hospitals which had just been launched. 
But this would be only a temporary help. Hence they must rely ina 
great measure on the forthcoming appeal for their hospital, in connection 
with which they were all very grateful to the Lord Mayor for having 
placed the Mansion House at their disposal on tho 18th inst., and for 
having promised to be there in person. It was the duty of everyone to 
do his utmost to help in the effort to obtain the £10,000 so acutely 
needed. He wished to refer to the very great loss the hospital had 
suffered in the death of Miss Mary Phillips, who, with her sister, the 
late Mrs. Fox, founded the hospital in 1467. As its President, he wished 
to express the very great gratitude they felt towards Miss Phillips, and 
they could not do her memory any greater honour than by striving to 
aid the great work which she had been instrumental in founding. 
LORD WILLIAM CEcIL, C.V.O., read the annual report, which stated : 


The following is the number of patients attended during the past year :— 
One thousand nine hundred and eleven in-patients, 159 patients at the’ Little 
Folks’? Home, 61,779 out-patients, and 123,255 attendances. There were 
170 beds available. 

The income amounted to £31,610, inclading an emergency grant of £2,100 
from the Voluntary Hospitals Commission, and £5,468 from the proceeds of the 
dinner of November, 1920. Legacies amounted to only £56. The total 


expenditure was £33,696, thas being £2,056 in excess of the income. A deficit of 
£4,229 having resulted from the working of previous years, the total deficit on 
8ist December, 1921, was £6,285. 

The second annual carnival and street collection organised by representatives 
of the Working Men’s Clabs, Collecting Societies, and Trade Unions, took 
place on 16th July, and resulted in £1,085 being given to the Hospital. 

The 27th annual concert organised by the Queen’s Hospital Aid Society, 
woduced £340, and the Bethnal Green Branch of the National Union of 


ailwaymen provided £155 by means of their annual demonstration. 
The Ladies’ Associaticn Work Guild, over the annual meeting of which 
Princess Beatrice had presided, had provided over a thousand gurments during 
the year. 


The financia! position of the ‘‘ Little Folks’’ Home gives ground for much 


anxiety. The income reached a total of only £1,955, as compared with an 
expenditure of £2,505, leaving a deficit of £519. Viscount Hambieden has 
enerous!y continued his annual subscription of £250, and the.contributions 


rom the readers of ‘‘ Little Folks’’ reached a total of £1,131. 


He proposed the adoption of the report and balance-sheet. 

Mr. JOSEPH MELLER Chairman of the House Committee) seconded the 
proposal. The condition of the hospital, he said, was even more critical than 
was revealed by the report. Their deficit had increased in the past year 
from about £4,000 to over £6,000. 1t now stood at roughly £9,500, and this 
did not include their tradesmen’s account for April, so that at the present 
moment their actual deficit was over £11,000. The weekly expenditure 
exceeded £500, and he saw no chance of reducing this. A hospital 
depended to a large extent on the goodwill of its employees; and since 
the war a new spirit seemed to predominate. Anemployee demanded “a 
fair day's pay for a fair day’s work,” whether he was employed 
by a hospital or not. It was in his view impossible to reduce 
expenditure, and therefore their only hope was to increase their 
revenue. He advanced the suggestion that a portion of the Entertainment 
Tax should be set aside for aiding the hospitals. He was sure that no- 
one would grudge paying such a tax, and it would suffice to put the hospitals 
on a permanent and satisfactory footing. 

The resolution was carried. 


The officers and committee were re-elected en bloc, on the motion of 
Lieut.-Col. W. J. Lewis, J.P., O.B.E., seconded by Alderman Rawles. 
Thanks were accorded to the staff, on the motion of Mrs. Lascelles Lucas, 
seconded by Mr. Charles Thomerson. A vote of thanks tothe Chairman 
was proposed by Lord William Cecil, and seconded by Mr. D. T. 
Keymer.

Dolly Stewart. The function was a big social, as well as a financial success, 
to which Mr. Stewart bore testimony in a beautifully illustrated and artistic 
“appreciation “in the form of a booklet, which he presented to every 
guest. In the course of his expressions of thanks, he says: “To raise 
more than £700 in one evening, after paying all expenses, which amounted 
to a meagre £40, proves the wealth of generosity shown by everyone 
approached, and the willing sacrifice of time and leisure without 
monetary reward. It has always been my contention that a picked 
and simall band of keen enthusiasts will accomplish more than an 
unwieldy crowd of inefficient helpers, and I wish to pay special 
tribute to the untiring efforts of my friends, the Rev. G. Isaacs, Mr. 
Sidney J. Kempner, Mr. I. H. Woolf, and my sister, Miss Dolly Stewart. 
To-night's suecess is a.triumph for this small committee of capable 
people who have done their utmost to promote the welfare of a noble 
cause, and have their reward in the wonderful result»which has crowned 
their labours. I feel sure that every participant will look back on this 
evening, not simply as a time of enjoyment, but also with a sense of deep 
satisfaction that they have assisted in lightening the burden carried by

ANNUAL MEETING. 


The annual meeting was held at the rooms of 
Institute last Sunday. Mr. Jacob Moser, J P., ge mee 
accounts and balance-sheet for the period from December Ist. 1919. to 
November 30th, 1921, were submitted. Reports were also presented in 
reference to the new yremires which the Hospital is shortly entering. 
The M, Levy, read the report, which states: 

The Board of Management desires again to tha 
the past three years is as follows: 1919, £1,117, £1,323: 1920, £1,174. £1.665: 
1921, £1,321, £1,599. The deficiences have been met by the success of the annual 
dances, by which over £2,000 has been raised. £650 of this amount has been 
transferred to the General Fund, and the remainder to the Building Fund. In 
consequence of notice having been received in 1920 to vacate the present 
premises, the Board resolved to purchase them. The adjoining villa, “ Stanley 
House,” @ much more commodious building and admirably adapted for 
hospital purposes, has been acquired. The Board wishes to place on 
record ite appreciation of the munificent grant of £200 per annum for 
the last two years, by the Executive of the Leeds Workpeople’s Hospital 
Fund, and particularily to the Rev. 8S. Manson (Hon. Secretary of the 
Fand), for drawing the attention of his Committee to the saieotlant work 
done by the Hospital. The Board records with regret the death of Mrs. 
J. Moser, member of the Board of Management for thirteen years. Another 
loss was that of Mr. Lewis Goodman, one of the founders of the institu. 
tion. Mr. Lyla Goodman, who has been Honorary Secretary and Treasurer for 
the past nine years, has resigned his offic: in cousequence of business pressure. 
During his tenure of office, Mr. Goodman has rendered excellent service to 
the Hospital. Mr. J. L. Lyttleton, Hon. Secretary for several years, has also 
resigned from office. The Board wish to thank Mr. Lyttleton for the praise- 
worthy manner in which he carried out his duties. Bequests were made by the 
late Mrs. Allaun and the late Mr. Louis Goodman. The Management 
records 1ts appreciation of the valuable service rendered by the Hon. Medical 
Staff, and its thanks to the Medical Superintendent and the Matron and Nursing 
Staff. In conclasion, the Board appea!s to the Jewish community to do their 
utmost during the coming year to help it to maintain so worthy and necessary 
an institution. 

The Rev. Dr. J. Abelson, M.A., said that the outstanding item’ of 
the report was the death of Mrs. Moser last year. Those of them who 
attended her funeral at Bradford could not have failed to see the esteem 
an 1 affection in which the deceased lady was held not only among the 
Jewish but also among the general population of Leeds and Bradford. 

The adoption of the report and balance-sheet was moved by Mr. J. 
Cohen, seconded by the Kev. M. Cohen, and carried. 

The Chairman spoke of his connection with the Hospital which 
extended over a period of sixteen years. He was proud of 
the way in which Leeds Jewry showed its appreciation of 
the Fospital and of what he himself had done in connection with 
its establishment. At bis present age he could not be expected to do 
any particular active work, but he assured them that he would always 
be ready to give his advice and help. With reference to the contemplated 
removal of the Hospital into new and more commodious premises, 
Mr. Moser expressed his great satisfaction at the taking of such a 
wise and necessary step. After thanking the ( bair.nan (Mr. R. Camrass), 
the board of Management, and all the other Hon, Officers for what they 
bad done for the hospital, Mr. Moser concluded with the fervent hope 
that the community would evince their confidence and support in the 
great work that lay before them. 

Mr. RK. Camrass gave a résumé of the particulars of “ Stanley House,” 
the new premises into which they were shortly entering. Obviously, 
much money would be required for the new premises, and he ardently 
trusted that workers and helpers would rally round him to secure 
the necessary funds. He concluded by thanking all those who had 
assisted him in the work during the past two years. 

Dr. M. Umanski (Medical Superintendent) presented the Medical 
Report, which states : 

In presenting my fifteenth medical report, I am pleased once again to 
record satisfactory progress in the work of the Hospital. With the growing 
popularity of the Hospital, and the prevailing epidemic of influenza, there was 
a larger number of both in-patients and out-patients treated as compared 
with previous years. Of the 234 patients admitted, 54 were men, 132 women, 
and 18 children. The average age of the adult patients was 51 years, and 
of the children ot tego the average stay of a patient in the hospital was 28 days. 
‘The majority of the patieuts made good recoveries, but I regret to record nine 
deaths during the last two years. There was a marked increase in the number 
of patients recommended by the Jewish Poor Sick Charity for treatment either 
in their homes or as out-patients or for admission to this Hospital. There was 
also a noticeable increase in the number of cases recommended to us by the 
Leeds Pablic Dispensary or transferred from the Leeds General Iofirmary and 
the Hospital for Women and Children. The demand for beds at our institatiou 
was mostly in excess of the number available, leading to the very unpleasan’ 
necessity of refusing admission to deserving cases. 

The following were elected :— Messrs R. Camrass, Chairman; L, 
Goodman, Vice-Chairman; RK. Silman, Treasurer. Mr. M. L. Lyttleton 
consented to continue as Hon. Secretary. Onthe motion ofthe Chairman, 
Mr. M. Levey was thanked for his work in organising the Ball Com.

ANNUAL MEETING OF GOVERNORS. : 

The Annual Meeting of Governors of the Queen's Hospital for 
Children, was held last Wednesday. H.R.H. Tue DUKr OF YORK, the 
President, was in the chair. 

The PRESIDENT said that two points were out-standing features Ofthe 
past year’s work. The first was that the lack of sufficient accommodation 
was more evident than ever. While they regretted that lack of funds did 


‘not allow them to proceed with the larger building scheme they had 


contemplated, they had fortunately been able to carry out their minor 
scheme of enlargement, which dealt with out-patient department, and 
the older part of the other building. The second point was the 
marked increase in parents’ contributions in the form of payments for 
in-patients. These payments were voluntary, and in the present difficult 
circumstances, the increase was truly wonderful, and called for 
admiration and sympathy. They were all following with intense interest 
the combined appeal for the hospitals which had just been launched. 
But this would be only a temporary help. Hence they must rely ina 
great measure on the forthcoming appeal for their hospital, in connection 
with which they were all very gratefal to the Lord Mayor for having 
placed the Mansion House at their disposal on tho 18th inst., and for 
having promised to be there in person, It was the duty of everyone to 
do his utmost to help in the effort to obtain the £10,000 so acutely 
needed. He wished to refer to the very great loss the hospital had 
suffered in the death of Miss Mary Phillips, who, with her sister, the 
late Mrs. Fox, founded the hospital in 1467. As its President, he wished 
to’ express the very great gratitude they felt towards Miss Phillips, and 
they could not do her memory any greater honour than by striving to 
aid the great work which she had been instrumental in founding. 
LORD WILLIAM CrcIL, C.V.O., read the annual report, which stated’: 


The following is the number of patients attended during the past year :— 
One thousand nine hundred and eleven in-patients, 159 patients at the‘ Little 
Folks’’ Home, 641,779 out-patients, and 123,255 attendances. There were 
170 heds available. 

The income amounted to £31,610, inclading an emergency grant of £2,100 
from the Voluntary Hospitals Commission, and £6,468 from the proceeds of the 
dinner of November, 1920. Legacies amounted to only £56. The total 
expenditure was £33,696, thus being £2,056 in excess of the income. A deficit of 


£4,229 having resu!ted from the working of previous years, the total deficit on 


Sist December, 1°21, was £6,285. 


The second annual caraival and street collection organised by ee 
of the Working Men's Clubs, Collecting Societies, and Trade Unions, took 
place on 16th July, and resulted in £1,085 being given to the Hospital. 


The 27th annual concert organised by the Queen’s Hospital Aid Society, 
woduced £310, and the Bethnal Green Branch of the National Union of 
ailwaymen provided £155 by means of their annual demonstration. 

The Ladies’ Associaticn Work Guild, over the annual meeting of which 
Princess Beatrice had presided, had provided over a thousand garments during 
the year. 

The financial position of the ** Little Folks’’ Home gives ground for much 


anxiety. The income reached a total of only £1,955, as compared with an 
expenditure of £2,505, leaving a deficit of £519. Viscount Hambleden has 
enerous!y continued his annual subscription of £250, and the contributions 


rom the readers of ‘* Little Folks’”’ reached a total of £1,151.

At his present age he could not be expected to do 
any particular active work, but he assured them that he would always 
be ready to give his advice and help. With reference to the contemplated 
removal of the Hospital into new and more commodious premises, 

Mr, Moser expressed his great satisfaction at the taking of such 4 
wise and necessary step. After thanking the Chair nan (Mr. RK. Camrass), 
the board of Management, and all the other Hon. Officers for what they 
had done for the hospital, Mr. Moser concluded with the fervent hope 
that the community would evince their confidence and support in the 
great work that lay before them. 

Mr. RK. Camrass gave a résumé of the particulars of “ Stanley House,” 
the new premises into which they were shortly entering. Obviously, 
much money would be required for the new premises, and he ardently 
trusted that workers and helpers would rally round him to secure 
the necessary fands. He concluded by thanking all those who had 
assisted him in the work during the past two years. 

Dr. M. Umanski (Medical Superintendent) presented the Medical 
Kicport, which states : 

In presenting my fifteenth medical report, I am pleased once again to 
record satisfactory progress in the work of the Hospital. With the growing 
popularity of the Hospital, and the prevailing epidemic of influenza, there was 
a larger number of both in-patients and out-patients treated as compared 
with previous years. Of the 234 patients admitted, 54 were men, 132 women, 
and 18 children. The average age of the adult patients was 51 years, and 
of the children mee : theaverage stay of a patient in the hospital was 28 days. 
(he majority of the patients made good recoveries, but I regret to record nine 
deaths during the last two years. There was a marked increase in the number 
of patients recommended by the Jewish Poor Sick Charity for treatment either 
in their homes or as out-patients or for admission to this Hospital. There was 
also a noticeable increase in the number of cases recommended to us by the 
Leeds Public Dispensary or transferred from the Leeds General Infirmary and 
the Hospital for Women and Children. The demand for beds at our institutiou 
was mostly in excess of the number available, leading to the very unpleasan’ 
necessity of refusing admission to deserving cases. 

3 The following were elected :— Messrs R. Camrass, Chairman; L, 
Goodman, Vice-Chairman; R. Silman, Treasurer. Mr. M. L. Lyttleton 
consented to continue as Hon. Secretary. On the motion of the Chairman, 
Mr. M. Levey was thanked for his work in organising the Ball Com. 

The Board of Management was re-elected 
with the addition of some new members. The Ladies’ Committee and 
the Medical Staff were re-elected en bloc. It was announced that the 
liospital had that day received an anonymous donation of £1,000, as well 
as a donation of £300 from Mr. Henry Rayman, for the founding 
of a bed in memory of his daughter, the late Miss Sarah Rayman.

A general meeting of the Congregation was held in the schoolroom of 
the proposed synagogue. Mr. B. Cohen, who presided, said that marked 
progress had been made in the rebuilding of the synagogue, which would 
be ready for opening in the near future, A letter was received from 
Mr. Young, resigning his position as Chairman. Mr. L. Rosenberg, in 
supporting the vote of confidence in the Trustees and the Building Com- 
mittee, remarked that the cost of the new building would be close upon 

He expressed a hope for the support of the community in obtain- 
ing the n funds for the Synagogue and Hebrew Classes, which 
Were so essential in that district. 

Mr. L. Simons, as one of the Trustees, thanked the members for tho 
vote of confidence. 

Over £250 was subscribed at the meeting towards the Building Fund, 
and Mr. and Mrs, M. Goldberg presented an electrolier in memory of their 
departed parents.

ALTERATIONS IN THE RITUAL. 


The annual meeting of the congregation was held last Sunday, Mr, 
C. M. Levi, who presided, expressed regret at the death of their late 
President, Mr. A. A. Jacobs. His devotion to the interests of the Congre. 
gation deepened their sense of loss and the difficulty of adequately 
replacing him. It was a source of pride that the two men prominently 
associated with the erection of the War Memorial (the late Mr. A. A. Jacobs 
and Lieut.-Col. J. H. Levey, D.8.0., O.B.E.), were as boys trained in the 


Birmingham Hebrew Schools. The amalgamation of the communal 


charities would require their sanction, so that the necessary alterations 
of their laws might be made. The suggested alterations in the Synagogue 
Service, it was hoped, would tend to make them more attractive and so 
increase the attendance. The difficulties of the alien laws had hindered 
the selection of a suitable Chavan.

He 
reminded the congregation that the provision of a suitable synagogue 
would soon become urgent. They could congratulate themselves on the 
harmonious working of the Shechita Board. 

Mr. I. L. Jacobs expressed appreciation of the self-sacrificing work of 
the Cheyra Kadisha. Mr. Bernhard Davis thought they had reached 
the limit of seat rent re assessment. 

The report and balance-sheet were adopted. 

Mr. Bertram Silverston explained the proposed amalgamation of 
charities. The congregational grant of £250 annually to the Board of 
Guardians would cease, andin substitution the Council would finance the 
Hebrew and Religious Iustruction Board to an equivalent amount. 

Mr. H. Joseph also spoke. Mr. I, L. Jacobs was re-elected represen- 
tative to the Deputies of British Jews, and Mr. C. M. Levi, Trustee of the 
congrevation. 

Mr. bE. P. Hollander moved the adoption of the proposed alterations 
of the Service on Sabbaths and Festivals (New Year and Day of Atone- 
ment excepted), which include: 

Services to begin at 9.15a.m., and continue withoutan interval ; Mi Shelcrach 
to be said in Hebrew; after the Prayer for the Congregation and the Koya! 
Family, an English Prayer is to be recited ; the Amidah to be recited only once ; 
Shir Hayichood and shir Hakovod are to be omitted from the early part of the 
Service and read before Adon Olam, 

Mr. Hollander recalled that meetings were held, as the result of a sermon 
by the Rev. A. Cohen, M.A., and the advisability of some minor changes 
was agreed upon, to enable the congregation to take a more active sharo 
in the services, cut out wearying repetitions, and increase the decorum. 


‘Their proposals had received the sanction of the Chief Rabbi and the 


Beth Din. On the score of sentiment the older members might object, 
but similar alterations had already been adopted by London congregations 
with a view to increased attractiveness. 

Messrs. W. Jacobs, 8. Albury, J. Gumpertz, B. Davis, and L. J.

The Rev. A. Cohen said that every congregation had a right to 
the religious services that most appealed to it.

The Song of Songs. 
oa 
From Mr. J. PORTON. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


5IR,—Permit me to supplement and substantiate by some ancient 
authorities Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches’ logical assertion, in last week's 
lowish Chronicle. In the course of my lecture on O°TO' 1’, given some 
years ago at Jews’ College, I came to the conclusion that the book 
was @ collection of many independent songs, and the Song of Songs meant 
“the song composed of various songs,” and consists of at least twenty-five 
scparate songs. 


That King Solomon was the author of a much larger nomber of pro- 
verbs and songs than we actually now possess can be fully testified by 
the following passage in I. Kings v., 12: “And he spoke three thousand 
proverbs, and his songs were a thousand and five.” Our sages (in Midrash 
icbba and Yalkut) assert that uhe sentence, “his songs were a thousand 
and five,” refers to the “Song of Songs,” but in the lapse of time a great 
bumber of them were lost, and only a very few have survived (see 
himchi’s Commentary). It was at a later period that a National 
movement was set on foot by Hezekiah and his contemporaries 
to collect King Solomon's numerous proverbs and songs and 
compile them in books, “ Also these are the proverbs of Solomon, which the 
men of Hezekiah, the King of Judah, have collected”—(Proverbs xxvi), 
and according the Talmud, the same must be applied also to the songs 
“Hezekiah and his men have compiled the songs of Solomon.” Con- 
sequently the collections made in those periods of remote antiquity 
could not possibly be formed in an independent whole, and sub- 
divisions are inevitable (see Hebrew preface to Mendelssohn's version of 
the “Song of Solomon”). 

Ibn Ezra holds the same opinion. He even disregards the accepted 
chapters of the book, and divides it into numerous fragments in order to 
reconcile the abruptness and repetition of sentences. Among the many 
other non-Jewish commentators also, Dr. J. M. Good, who is supported 
by the authority of Sir William Jones, regards the “Songs of Solomon” 
as a series of unconnected idylis. 

The numerous abrupt transitions and frequent repetitions in 
O' UA VY must lead even the most cursory reader to observe that there 
should be some extra divisions to mark the manifest transitions which 
occur in the progress of the poem. 

I also am not favourably disposed to share “ Benammi’s”™ literal 
acceptation of the “Songs of Solomon,” because it would be difficult to 
account for the presence of a book of this description (Bacchanalianism, 
etc.), in the sacred scripture. O’VC'" Ve has been conceived by most 
interpreters (including Ibn Ezra) to pos-ess an allegorical or mystical idea, in 
which it describes the union between Israel and God. This coincides with 
many other passages of Scripture, in which the Creator permits the rela- 
tion between himself and his people to be set forth by the most endearing 
of all relations—that between the husband and the wife, or bridegroom 
and bride (see Isaiah). The names of the two characters that speak and 
act throughout the whole fully substantiate that it is an allegory, for 
instance, the man is named "0? (prince of peace), and the woman bears 

the name of MD? (princess of peace).

Music and Drama. 


An excellent programme was arranged by Miss Fanny Altman for the 
matinée concert given at the Alexandra Theatre last Sunday, under the 
auspices of the North London Zionist Central Council. The artists included 
Mr. Ernest Milton, who plays the part of the Jew in Galsworthy’s 
“ Loyalties,” and who gave an excellent interpretation of a solil: quy from 
“Hamlet.” Madame Bessie Hayes gave a sympathetic rendering of Mana- 
Zucca’s “Rachem” and of the “Habanera” from “Carmen”: Miss 
Rita Cordova sang the Jewel Song from “Faust” and “One Fine 
Day,” and Miss Millicent Altman, Olliver’s “The Dancing Lesson.” 
Miss Jean Anderton, assisted by Miss Gwendoline Horn, contributed 
classical dances, Miss Lily Altman humorous recitations, and the Misses 
Milly Janes and Fay Cohen a humorous dialogue. Mr. Ben Lawes. the 
well-known comedian, gave selections from his repertoire; Mr. Jack 
Salisbury, the young violinist, played a theme and variations of Corelli. 
Kreisler and Dvorak’s “ Hlumoresque”; and Mr. Norman Margolis’s tenor 
voice was heard to advantage in a Hebrew melody and in the Flower Song 
from “Carmen.” The Compinsky Trio made two contributions from 
Mendelssohn and Tchaikowsky. Mr. Harry Parr was accompanist. Mr. 
Nat Lazarus, on behalf of the Council, expressed thanks to the audience 
for their support, and Mr. Philip Guedalla thanked the artists and all who 
had assisted in organising the concert. 


“The Card Players,” the last play written by the late C. Haddon 
Chambers, met with an enthusiastic reception on its production at the 
Savoy Theatre last week. The success achieved is due more to some 
splendid acting than to the play itself, which is marred, to a great extent, 
by the final act, with its saicide of the principal character, an absolutely 
unnecessary deed, seeing that bis offence had been forgiven. A remark 
by one of the characters was somewhat jarring: “I don’t like bridge,” he 
said, “it's a Maida Vale game.” The play is worth seeing if only for the 
really great acting of Mr. Godfrey Tearle as Wilford Ashfield, the leading 
cheat, who is discovered to be a gambler by his daughter, Eileen, charm- 
ingly portrayed by Miss Pepita Bobadilla (Mrs. Haddon Chambers). 
Another fine performance is that of Mr. C. V. France, as a most lovable 
country vicar, whose sympathetic words both to Ashfield and his 
daughter deeply impress the audience. Mr. E. Lyall Swete, and Mr. 
Martin Lewis as the other card-sharpers, and Mr. John Williams, as the 
young baronet whom they rooked, are efficient in their respective réles. 


This week has marked the opening of the season of the British 
National Opera at Covent Garden. It is good to see this theatre put to its 
Own proper use again. lhis week has also seen the return of several old 
favourites, including Mme. Miriam Licette, Mme. Edna Thornton, Mme, 
Kirkby Lunn and Mr. Walter Hyde, all known and tried artists. With 
the operatic company is allied the London Symphony Orchestra, so there 
can be no doubt as to the merit of the interpretation of the scores. 


Mr. Isidore de Lara, the famous composer, whose work, “‘The Three 
Musketeers,” has had so brilliant a success on the Continent, is now 
engaged on two new operas, “Le Velier Blanc,” which will probably be 
known here as “The Supreme Betrayal,” and a philosophical work for 
which at the moment no English title has been found. The libretto is 
partly by Mr. de Lara himself and partly by Mr. Louis Payen, one of the 
librettists of “The Three Musketeers.” For the first-named work Mr. de 
Lara has written the entire libretto himself. 

Recent recitals have been less remarkable for their number than for 
their interest. Two vocalists have given proof of their powers, Miss 
Rosalie Miller, who gave her second recital at Wigmore Hall on Tuesday 
week, and Mr. Evert Miedema, the Dutch tenor, whose recital took place 
on Wednesday at the same hall. Mr. Miedema has a voice of great 
resonance and tonal capacity, which enables him to cover a wide fieid of 
his art. A tendency to force the notes of the higher register is the only 
bar to his being placed among the foremost rank of singers. 

A recital that attracted an appreciative audience was that given by | 
Miss Dorothy Callender and Mr. Frank EK. I. Bilbe at Steinway Hall on 
Tuesday. Miss Callender is a pianist possessed of a crisp though sensi 
tive touch, and her rendering of Bach's Italian Concerto and Beethoven s 
Sonata in F sharp was in every way excellent. Mr. Bilbe isa ‘cellist of 
much promise. 

Instrumental music was also finely represented by the Beethoven 
concerts of the London String Quartet, and the violin recitals of Miss 
Amy Neill and Mr. Saul Dobovis. Both the latter made their first appear 
ance here, Miss Neill showing great promise. Mr. Dobovis introduced 
his nine-stringed violin, which enabled him to get many brilliant and 
almost theatrical effects. . 

Concerts of this week have included the recitals of Miss Daisy 
Kennedy, Miss Helen Luard and Mr. Gerald Cooper, Miss Ann Kraft, Mr. 
Webster Millar, Mr. Godfrey Ludiow, and the Princess Obolensky 
Yourievsky. Three distinguished artists reappeared in Battistini, the 
Italian vocalist, and Messrs. Lambrino and Lafitte, pianists. 

Two interesting concerts take place this afternoon at Wigmore Hall, 
The brilliant violinist, Anton Maaskoff, gives his only recital prior to his 
return to the Continent, assisted by Mr. Percival Garrett, the pianist- 
composer; and at A/olian Hall Miss Adelina Delines gives a vocal recital 
assisted by Mr. Frederick B. Kiddle at the piano. 

At Central Hall to-morrow night, Mark Hambourg gives a pianoforte 
recital. On Monday, at Wigmore Hall, Miss Kathleen Levi gives a 
pianoforte recital. 

A touch of novelty will be lent to a recital of Mr. Joseph Slater at 
Z£olian Hall on Tuesday by the fact that it is a flute recital, vocal assist- 
ance being lent by Miss Gwendolen Coleridge Taylor and Roger (Quilter, 

Mr. Victor Buesst gives a pianoforte recital at Wigmore Hall on 
Wednesday, and a second violin recital will be given by Miss Amy Neill 
at olian Hall on Thursday.
